Fleckenstein stated there are no Nazis or crac^f-^ 
pots^in his f 'mily. His father, Edymrd Fleckenstein, made 
a fortune in the U.S. by establishing a meat-packing business 
which still exists, His grandfather bought $100,000.00 
worth ofJLiberty Bond6 in World War I, but still he was 
called a Hun and Helnie^bocause be was born in Germany. 

The family continued to aaintaip a summer home at 
Schaffenburg-on-the-Main, south of Frankfurt, Germany, where 
Edward A, Fleckenstein made yearly visits as a hoy, and 
brushed up on hie German. 

The Nazis took the Fleckbnstein home during the 
last war and stole all of the family furniture. Edward 
Fleckenstein’s cousin died during the war trying to wipe 
out a Nazi machine gun nest. Edward Fleckenstein had 
another cousin and brother in the U,S. Air Force.

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Fleckenstein attended Fordhom University getting 
hi« college degree in 1941, and his law degree two years 
■later. Though a Catnolic he .stated he was discriminated 
-^against by a fraternity because of the sound of his name, 
on occasion was called "that Catholic Jew", which nis- 
understanding seemed to bother considerably.

After the war, Fleckenstein became/Interested in 
relieving famine conditions in Germany and at once received 
local attention partly because he wee vefry dose to the 
Hague jutchine In Hudpop County, Hew Jersey.

"’The armies of Germany have been defeated nnd 
utterly destroyed. And again we of German blood have done 
our duty to America; in shops, in offices, in the armed forces 
of our country, we have taken leading parts. (Can anyone 
imagine our v:ar industries without German artisans and engineers?) 
But we have helped destroy not only the armed might of our 
adversaries, but their industries, their moans of transportation 
and their cities as well; under the rubble of which thousands 
of men, woien 'nd children still lie tinburied. Some of these 
may be our parents, our sisters, our brothers or our relatives. 




"’Seldom in th® history of the world has any race 
been called upon to exact such vengence on its own blood. 
What anguish this caused ns can.only be appreciated by those 
who here lived through similar experiences. But now Germany 
has been defeated and that rith our help. Ve therefore have 
the right to be heard, at least on the treatment of our own 
families. 


"'It is now evident what fate has bean decided upon 
for Germany by those bent upon its destruction: The seventy 
million German people who occupied the German Reich, which 
was the most densely populated space of Europe, are to be 
deprived of about one-half of this space, and all of them are 
to be driven into what is left. To the* will be added another 
four million Germans from various countries, 'Those driven 
from their homes must leave everything they have saved end 
possessed, something which hitherto is unknown In ’European 
history. These refugees (displaced Christian Germans-Ed.) 
will arrive in the new German area, in which we destroyed 
all major cities and industries and where everything else 
of value has been carted away into other countries, without 
any means of subsistence. There are but few living quarters 
and but little food and fuel. It is therefore a foregone 
conclusion that in the next eight months, Germany will become 
a charnelhouse, a ghastly cauldron of death of women, of 
children and the aged. The young and the strong are being 
detained or shioped to the territories of the justice-and 
peace-loving allies where they are kept as slave labor at 
starvation levels. 

"'It seems inconceivable that the government of 
a civilized nation could contemjplate such horrors, but the 
facts soeak for themselves. Such facts, such prospects pale 
into insignificance the bestialities of the pagan world, or 
the calculated starvation of the Russian kulaks. What minds 
have conceived such hatred, such barbaric vengeance such 
sadistic malice, and why? 

"'Before the first world war, nothing clouded the 
relations between our country and Germany. And the German 
people idolized America and Americans. That caused many of 
us to come here. Even after their defeat In the first world 
war, the German people took our soldiers into their homes and 
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treated them like their own. And in the annals of America, 
those of Gemum blood have ever taken loading parts in all 
branches of sdlpnce industry, arts and patriotism. And 
many of those publications v/hich dally"epream destruction 
and over-reach themselvea with expressions of the most 
sinister hatred and .vilification of our blood, value-, the 
kin of the same Germane •as.ypn# of their most trusted 
employees. But all that mudavbe glossed over purportedly 
to avenge the cruelties Hitler lnn&QteLd, not on Americana, 
but on his own people. ^ * . 

"'Many of us had parents, brothers, sister and 
other relatives in Germany before the war. loyally and v * 
willingly we have sssitod to destroy the German military 
machine. And now millions of German civilians, among them 
our immediate kin, who, as lipling aaid: "^leirs not to 
reason why, theirs but to do or die**, ary* facing death hy 
starvation and exposure. *'* *

They loudly protest the dismantling of 
German factories, end ar*> trying to Influence the American 
foreign policy toward Giwgpany. They have sought publicity 
from a German American newspaper in New York City, but this 
has been refused them because of the nature of the organ¬ 
ization and the low esteem with which it has been regarded, 
due to the anti-Semitic ranting* of the officers at their 
meetings, which have receiveajpublicity in a New York news¬ 
paper. 

They hove received cooperation and nublicity 
from "The Broom", an '-nti-S^mitic weekly published at San 
Diego, California, Tbi3 paper, which is of very poor char¬ 
acter, publishes inform.'tibn on the policies and activities 
at the meetings of this organisation.

The informant stated that no serious minded German American 
pays any attention to the Voters Alliance for Americans of 
German Ancestry, except to feel that they ere doing more 
harm than good to the German American element in the United 
States, and certainly are not influencing American foreign 
policy toward Germany ir an 7 way. i 

The Voters Alliance for Americans of German 
Ancestry flakes demands i.pon the German American element in 
New York City, to join *ith them to conduct political activ¬ 
ities on behalf of Qermeny, and claims to be working in a 
humanitarian way to obtain better treatment for the defeated- 
German people.

"These incidents — Jewish hoodlumB caused one on 
the occasion of the State Department sponsored visit of the 
German soccer players at New York’s City Hall — are realistic 
reminders of the fact that Germans are exploited ns long as 
they fail to energetically look after their own interests. 

The facts of the phosphorus bombinirs and cremation of millions 
of live German women, children and civilians should ever be 
present in the minds of those who are now being groomed to 
take the brunt of the first assault in the third world war. 

"As is customary, visiting foreigners invited by 
the U.f). administration are received by the Ziayor’s repre¬ 
sentative at City Hall in New York. When the 16 German soccer 
players left the office of Council President Vincent R.

•'Hew York (Special). — On Thursday, May 4th, the •*** 
German soccer football team, which had Just arrived in America 
as guests of the State Departaje*lt. visited Torkrille, New 
York’s German-American section*' Here they were greeted by 
Mrs. Ine Brand at her husband’s newsstand. The Brand news¬ 
stand is a landmark in Yorkvllle and has been visited by 
European royalty, German statesmen from Bonn and many others 
arriving from abroad. 

"On May 5th the German soccer team was tendered 
an official reception at the New York City Hall. Here a 
disgraceful incident took place when .self-styled Zionist 
hoodlums began throwing rotten apples and tomatoes at tha 
German sportsmen and attempted to beat then up. One af the 
Germans struck with a missile wa6 the nephew of the famous 
German Jew, Albert Bailin. The New York police restored 
order and arrested three of the Jewish ruffians. These 
were later released because none of the Germans would press 
charges agiinst them. Had the situation been reversed and 
a group of Germans had caused a disturbance at a reception 
given Israeli officials, a r.ev sedition of treason trial 
would have resulted. 

"Action Supplants Gemuetlichkeit 

"Among the German-Aaiericans at the Beene was Mr. 
Stoschus, vice president of the Voters Alii;.nee. He immediately 
reported the incident to Mr. nnd Mrs. Eugen Brand in Yorkvllle. 
The Brands telephoned Attorney Edward A. Fleckenstein and 
urged him to take action on behalf of the Voters Alliance. 

Altho extremely busy at the moment, Fleckenstein did swing 
into action. He drafted the German language circular appearing 



herein and was in Yorkville in several hours; having come 
from New Jersey. Next Fleckenstein Insisted that theentlre 
Voter* Alliance board convene on three hours' notice* This 
le something unheard of in Oerman-Ameriean societythtB. The 
Voters Alliance under Mr. Tittmann as well aB the Pastorius 
Association, usually insist on having 10 days time In which 
to get their board together. Fleckenotein will not have this 
and maintains that an organisation on the forkr*!^® scene, 
where things happen quickly, must be prepared to call its 
board together and decide on action on six hours notice. 

So on the evening of May 5th the Voters Alliance board met, 
even Mr. Tittmann came hurrying to Yorkville. The circular 
drafted by Fleckenstein was ratified by Mr* Tittmann and the 
board. By 9 p.m. Fleckenstein was looking for a printer, 
but it was Friday night nnd over the weekend they are usually 
closed. He found two co-peting printers In New Jersey the 
next day, v.ho were overloaded with work, but agreed to complete 
the work together because they realised it was for a good 
cause. Meanwhile patriotic citizens of Yorkville gathered 
at the Brand shop and a public collection wes taken up which 
immediately realized enough money to cover the costs of 10,000 
circulars. These were delivered late Saturday. Cn Sunday 
a dozen volunteer workers distributed them to persons going 
to the soccer gatre between the Hamburg t^am and the Gernan- 
American Football Association. More were given out at the 
Brand shop after the game, which took place at Randalls Island 
stadium, was over. 

“Political Education To Duties of American Citizenship 

"The fact that, the circular protests the incident 
before City Hall is not so important as the fact that there 
v'as a German-American group on hand ready to spring into 
action and which would not let a gathering of riaoy thousand 
German-Americans, even for a social event, Dass by without 
utilizing this rs an opport rnlty to promote political education 
of the German-Americans, which is a very needed and praiseworthy 
ala. 


“As far as the City Hall incident 
Fleckenstein nnd Mrs. Brand were careful to 
a Jewish business firm on Last B6th Street, 
the German soccer players £nd gave them all 
the incident.

"As far as Hecken? tein 1 s circular goes, it contains 
much more about the general German-American picture than the 
incident of May 5th. It is one of the best and most concise 
presentations of the main arguments one could advance today 
on behalf of German-American political societies. It aims 
at the ignorance prevailing among the politically indifferent. 
Its logic is unanswerable save by vote of approval. It again 
establishes what has become obvious frfra previous events, 
that Fleckenstein is the most action-minded German-American. 

His tactics are lightning-like and hard-hitting. The Chicago 
German language press usually puts the adjective ’energetic' 
before his n^rne. Considering the fact that Fleckenstein is 
a third generation American (of German, Irish and Swedish ' 
stock) his proficiency in the Gem an language is remarkable.

"New Tork. — Early returns from the Voters Alliance 
election show Edward A. Fleckenstein slightly in the l«ad 
over A. 0. Tittmann, who has held the office of president of 
the group for the past three years. All the returns are not 
expected to be counted for .mother two weeks. 

"Fleckenstein has been nominated by Mrs. E. Brand, 
who together with Mr. B. Nelson made strong appeals in his 
behalf. There has been an absence of any campaigning or 
comments on Fleckenstein 1 • part. Tittmann announced ’is 
aaodidacy very late after he was unable to find a successor 
who would perpetuate his policies. Three of Tittmann’s 
supporters declined to run in* his sterd because of their being 
unable to give any time to the office. Also a new post of 
sergeant at arms has been created and candidates have been 
nominated for that cost which was established to help maintain 
order in the meetings.”

By Bonn." The subheading stated "Bill Would Require Political 
Parties to Reveal Source of Financial Assistance." It was datelined 
May 18, 1951* at Frankfort, Germany. Exoerpts from this article are 
set out as follows; 


"The Right-Wing Groups, aware of antagonism their recent 
successors have aroused, are striving to assist in the coloration 
of a new international movement called the European Social Movement. 

"In view of the government's efforts to require polities1, 
parties to reveal the souroe of financial assistance, it waB not 
surprising that at a press conference today spokesmen for the 
Social Movement protested vigorously against calling their movement* 
Fascist, 
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"Moreover, the spokesmen asserted that the meeting In 
Malmo, Sweden, early this week originally described by delegates 
as an International Pasoist Congress, was merely a gathering or 
high-minded patriots who wanted to preserve European culture from 
both the Amarleans and Russians. 

"Dr. FRANZj^CHTER, Bundestav Deputy and voluble neo- 
Nazi, attended the meeting. 

"The spokesmen outlined the program of the European 
Social Movement, which among other things proposed to establish 
a European labor service, a European veterans organization and 
contact with German raoial groups throughout the world. 

"The spokesmen said that the VOTERS ALLIANCE which was 
described as consisting of 600,000 Americans of German origin, had 
established contact with the European Social Movement and was send¬ 
ing a representative to GerraEny. 

"Without exception, the speakers attaoked all political 
parties in Germany save those of the radical Right-Wing."

Confidential Informant I I of known reliability, advised 
that the VOTERS ALLIANCE FOR AMERICANS OF GERMAN ANCESTRY Is a small 
organization of Gemnan-Araericans vho meet at the Cafe Hindenburg on 
East 86th Street, in the Yorkville Section of New York City and whose 
aim Is allegedly the rehabilitation and rebuilding of Germany.

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THE T3.EGRAM OF A GERMAN AMERICAN ORGANIZATION TO THE REPRESENTATIVE;; Of TOE 
GERMAN FEDERAL REPUBLIC IN WASHINGTON CONCERNING GEHKAN SSMSHAMENT. 

The following English translation of a German language telegram presents for 
the first tir.o in a composite fora the prevailing opinion of Americans of German origin 
on the subject of German rearmament. The stand taken is that thu rearnament. of western 
Germany must be thorough or there should be no rearc.ar.ent at all. Rearmament in Germany 
should be a guarantee against invasion by the Goviete and not an invitation to sane. 
Merely equipping a couple of divisions or a small police for^e of Germans would be to 
repeat the tragedy of tha initial nonths of the Korean war. In order to urge the 
prevention of a second Korean incident In Germany and in order to call Attention to 
the fact that such a repetition in Germany would again bring about a tragic loss of 
American lives, as was the case in Korea, the Voters Alliance for Americans of German 
Ancestry, the first organisation to publicly call for the rearmament of Germany, here¬ 
with makes public ite views ao telegraphed to the representatives of the Bonn govern¬ 
ment.

The undersigned president of the Voters Alliance for Americans of German 
Ancestry respectfully requests the remanent Mission of the German Federal Republic to 
transmit our views on the subject of German rearmament to your government. 

My predecessor, the former president of the Voters Alliance, over a year ago 
before a public hearing of a U.S. Senate committee called for the rearmament of Germany 
under German direction. This fact and the long fearless dedication of my organisation 
to the cause of a a absolute and unconditional rehabilitation of Germany entitles me ir. 
this hour of decision to call the following facts to the attention of his Excellency, 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer. 

We urge the German government not to rearm the Reich, unless it is granted 
the right to possess full-fledged armed forces, officered by Germans and equipped with 
all kinds of modern weapons, instead of the proposed police force which could only 
fight a delaying action. Then for what else could such cannon fodder be used? lip to 
the present day t.hc Truman Administration has demonstrated neither the intention nor 
the ability to defend all of western Germany, and just as little do allied war plar.o 
provide for such a defense. Consequently, it is clear that the actual intention of 
the Allies is only that of defending the Rhine and that they do not care a bit if every¬ 
thing which still remains standing between the Rliine and the Elbe is obliterated. And 
so it is clear to us German Americans that if Germany welccimos these Greeks bearing 
gifts, the lrunan-Acheson-Harohall triumvirate, and acceptG their proposal to hire out 
a few Hesoians to them, it will lead to the certain extinction of Germany. For, should 
a few of these hirelings survive after the Allies retreat across thu Hlune, deat.n on tne 
gallows would seem a certainty for them, Just as it would be meted out to him whose 
hand did not wither, as he placed his signature of approval or. this handing over of the 
Gorman people. And likewise it is certain, that if the eastern German puppets of the 
Kremlin take over all Germany, western German civilians would receive the status of 
traitors arid rebels. 

Furtheimore, it is evident that these "Statesmen" are completely indifferent 
as to whether millions of Germans, just like the expellees from tr.e East, perish or r.ot, 
as long as these gentlemen may keep themselves in the saddle for a longer lias. Ena', 
these "men of honor" would also heedlessly deliver up his Excellency and the member* of 
his government "in rase of necessity" to the Kremlin arid its puppets in eastern Germany, 
must have meanwhile dawned on your government. 

His Excellency knows, ao well as we here in this country, that the total 
military strength of the Atlantic Fact allies of the United States is one tenth that 
of the German Kehrmacht of 1991. In view of this dismal background the greatest pre¬ 
caution is advisable for the government of his Excellency, Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, 
r.ot to fall into a trap of tlie Truman Administration, since very recently Marshall, the 
co-aaaaaain of China, has been brought into the Truman cabinet as Secretary of Defense 
and adviser. 

Vie remind your w.-vr -~ 1 that, real anti-CoomuriST Europeans like General 

Vlasov have l.or.r sir. e beer, horded over to one Soviets by American officialdom fcr ex¬ 
termination, just ns whole divisions of brave German soldiers were similarly handed 
over. It is only several short years ago that a Goman civilian received i long prise:; 
sentence from the. American o r.f .viar. authorities because he had publicly expressed t.v. 
possibility that there might be war between America and Husain, and had voiced bis sup¬ 
port of AmericaI

In considering Osman rearmament brought about by the will of the Allies, we 
must remember how easily their policies become subject to extreme and sudden gyrations. 

A few short years ago so-called war-like peoples, as Germans, Austrians, Japanese sr.d 
finne, were declared r.ot entitled to possess arms, while at the eaae time ants ir. the 
hands of so-called peace-loving peoples like the Soviets and other red-tainted European' 
and Asiatics was considered a desirable state of affairs. 

German General von HAr.stein received a severe prison sentence from the west¬ 
ern /Hies for dealing sternly with red guerillas and snipers behind the German lines 
in i.uccia, and now, paradoxically, the Americans nro confronted with the same question, 
as they ace their own men brutally murdered by Cosnunlst guerillas in Koroa. 

All cor.c-lderod, I want to warn hio Excellency that any agreement wliich hie 
goverrassnt enters into with the Truman Administration is at its peril. The German 
Federal government should, therefore, break off all further negotiations concerning 
the question of rearmament, UIXF.uS Ail IRON-CLAD GUARANTEE FOR THE DEFENSE OF ALL WESTER.' 
GivdiUvy IS GIVES. 

We also urge your government, as a condition precedent on which to base its 
dealings on this subject, to insist that the United States give certain guarantees 
beforehand to undo the rape of the trans-Oder-tleisse lands and that it totally re¬ 
pudiate same, to which It was and is up to this day a party, and that it recognise 
the validity of the Munich Agreement of October 1938 and the righto of Sudeten Germans 
and other expellees to their land6. Only five short years ago American officialdom and 
the American press oporjy gloated over the surprise in store for Germany at Potsdam, 
where ty the orders of nr American president and other allied statesmen several million 
Gormans were driven to their deaths. To this day the Allies have made no move to solve 
the terrible problem of the expellees. Just as little would the Anglo-Saxon countries 
give one of their many colonies to these helpleos disfranchised persons. Hence it 
should be your government's policy, before it continues to deal with the Allies any 
further, to force them to repudiate for all time their stand at Potsdam. A German 
government which docs not seise thi3 opportunity is guilty of a grave dereliction of 
duty, 

v.'e also urge your government to insist on the immediate restoration to Germany 
of the merchant snips stolen by the allies, inasmuch os reparations imposed before a 
peace treaty is concluded are illegal and inasmuch as possession of these ships is nec¬ 
essary to the full restoration of Germany's foreign trade. 

It would be unthinkable for a German government to enter into further nego¬ 
tiations with the Truman Administration until the latter changes its apparent policy 
of not allowing Americans of German ar.:crtry to become members of the IJ.S. military 
government ir. Germany. 

i.'e also remind your government of the continuing hostility of the Truman 
Administration to Germans ir. this country. Gcrmcr.-torn individuals, ever, when they are 
American citizens, who have cosailted no crime, ore still being deported from the U.S.A. 
The White House steadfastly refuses to give interviews to German American groups, ever, 
to charitable organizations. In the White House there still reigns a psychopathic an¬ 
tagonism to everything German. 

The entire subject of German rearmament arid steps which are contemplated to 
be taken in that diraction are extremely serious for the reason that the German people 
is not being consulted in this question any more than it was in the matter of the 
Occupation Statu to, the rope of the Hulir territory, the Acheson gift of tho Saar terri¬ 
tory to France and many other matters. The German people cannot be heard because no 
real freedom of speech, and of the press exists in Germany. This telegram represents th* 
prevailing sentiments of Americans of Gorman origin and like so many other statements, 
this telegram will not to published in tho German press because of the western allied 
commissars or because the German press will not dare putlish these words out of fear 
of these corun.iscars. 

One of tho greatest crimes committed by the Nazi refine was its signing of th( 
unconditional surrender agreement. The signing of came has giver, the color of legality 
to tne violence, rape, looting, larceny and murder which all of tne allies have visited 
on the German people. We trust that your government will not by its future agreements 
worsen the lot of the German people, since even tod3y, five years after the uncondition¬ 
al surrender, it is hardly in a position to assert its most primitive rights.

• Thla issue of PREVENT 
WORLD WAR III it dedicated to 
the memory of Mr. C. Monteith 
Gilpin, a founder of the Society 
‘ for the Prevention of World War 
in and it? Secretary up to the 
time of hie death on November 
3, 1950. 

Mr. Gilpin was born in Phila¬ 
delphia seventy-eight years ago. 
He was graduated from St. John’s 
College in Annapolis, Maryland, 
and received his Law Degree 
from Columbia Law School in 
1 1897. For many years he special¬ 
ized in corporate and estate law, 
and was the director of several 
corporations in New York and 
New England. Mr. Gilpin was a 
veteran of the Spanish American 
War and a member of many pa¬ 
triotic clubs and societies, includ¬ 
ing the Academy of Political 
Sciences. Thus it can be seen 
from this brief outline of his di¬ 
versified background that Mr. 
Gilpin’s life was not a narrow 
one. 

Nor were his activities confined 
solely to liia professional pur¬ 
suits. Mr. Gilpin was a man of 
action. He saw events not os 
disconnected phenomena but 
rather as part of a large pattern. 
Mr. Gilpin had a realistic com- 

£ rehension of the driving forces 
i history and he was aware that 
this great land of ours had a vital 
role to play in shaping the des- 
tiiiy of the world, providing that 
ita leadership maintained a some 
of history. It was Mr. Gilpin’s 
''firm conviction that only by un¬ 


derstanding the basic forces at 
work in the world could Ameri¬ 
can leadership act intelligently. 

It was for this reason that he 
advocated the establishment of 
an academy to train American 
diplomats on similar lines as West 
Point educates Americans to as¬ 
sume military leadership of our 


country. Behind his plan for the 
training of future diplomats was 
his insistence that American lead¬ 
ership plan on a long term basis, 
that it be imbued with a sense of 
history, so as to avoid the pitfalls 
of short term expediency and 
improvisation. American leader¬ 
ship, he maintained, could not af¬ 
ford to blow hot at one moment 
and cold at another time. On the 
other hand, if American leader¬ 


ship acted resolutely ou the basis 
of a clear historical perspective 
of world developments, then 
America’s voice in world affairs 
could be effective and only then 
could our security and peace be 
preserved. 

A specific reason which im¬ 
pelled him to propose this plan 
was the fact that lie, in common 
with other officers of the Society, 
was witnessing blunder after 
blunder on the part of American 
diplomats and statesmen in the 
solution of post war problems, 
particularly that of Germany. 

At the end of the war Mr. Gil- 

B in expressed high hopes that the 
nited States would take advan¬ 
tage of the great opportunity to 
break once and for all Germany’s 
capacity to make war and to de¬ 
prive her of the ability to bar- 

S ain and maneuver. These were 
ie prerequisites for stability in 
Europe, and would enable the 
West to reach some sort of agree¬ 
ment with the Russians without 
compromise of principle and 
without appeasement. But, as the 
months wore on, Mr. Gilpin saw 
with vivid clarity that those who 
were responsible for policy had 
no policy except the same old 
outworn discredited programs 
which were applied In Germany 
after World War I and which 
failed to prevent the rise of 
Nazism. 

As one of the leading spokes¬ 
men of the Society, Mr. Gilpin 
time and again insisted that if 
American security was to be aa- 
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WE MUST ALWAYS TRY 

It is understandable that the State Department should 
be suspicious of the Soviet proposal tor a Big four 
meeting on the question of the remilitarization of Ger¬ 
many. With Asia ablaze, the latest Russian demarche 
seems to be a cynical gesture in the eyes of our diplo¬ 
mats. It is ns though the Russians were offering a single 
hose to put out widespread flames which threaten to 
engulf the whole world. Moreover, it is clear that the 
new Soviet bid aims to break up Western solidarity bv 
"raising the specter of a militaristic Germany, which 
sacked Europe twice in a generation and haunts every 
household on the periphery of German territory. 

The importance of resolving the crisis in the Far 
East which threatens our security and peace is beyond 
debate. To achieve a measure of success in Asia, how¬ 
ever, will be of little comfort if in the meantime a new 
blaze sweeps over Europe, ignited by the remilitariza¬ 
tion of Germany. 

Insofar as the Soviet objective to break up the At¬ 
lantic Alliance is concerned, we may as well admit the 
fact that the Soviets possess some important trump cards. 
The question is, shall we give the Russians the oppor¬ 
tunity to play them? One of these cards could be used 
to place the onus of German rearmament on the United 
States. The other trump would be Russia’s exploitation 
of the fears of the French and other Western European 
nations which don’t relish the idea of German armed 
forces stalking their borders. 

Buiinest Week of January 6, 1951 reports: “Some 
American observers in Paris feel a refusal to talk with 
Moscow now will completely shake Western Europe's 
N faith in American leadership." Finally, a U. S. refusal 
to meet with the Russians would, in the words of the 
Wall Street Journal, January 4, 1951, leave the United 
States “open to the charge that it is unwilling to nego¬ 
tiate with the Russians. This country should always be 
willing to talk as long as it is possible to talk.” Similar 
sentiments were expressed in an editorial in the New 
York Pott, January 5, 1951. 

A Big Four meeting on Germany would hot preclude 
the possibility and probability of discussions on other 
vital problems, including- the Communist challenge in 
Korea. It would rive our diplomats a chance to call a 
spade a spade ana challenge before the peoples of the 
world the sincerity of the Soviet’s peace offensive. In 
addition, such a meeting could be used by our statesmen 
as a means of “getting the record in perspective, the 
record, that is, of Soviet violations of Potsdam and the 
remilitarization of East Germany, which the Soviets 
have long undertaken.’’ ( Wall Street Journal, January 
4, 1951) 

A Big Four meeting, therefore, would not in any way 
weaken the determination of the Western powers to 
defend themselves and would not detract from American 
leadership. The contrary is more likely. In addition to 
these considerations, a Big Four meeting on the de¬ 


militarization of Germany would check, at least tem¬ 
porarily, the German drive for resurgence, by playing 
East against West and vice versa. 

The Society for the Prevention of World War HI has 
contended for many years that the cold war has not 
only been a blessing to the Germans, but more than 
that, it has enabled diem to play no small part in keep¬ 
ing East and West at sword’s point. Through the height¬ 
ening tensions between East and West the Germans are 
succeeding in evading their responsibility for their 
crimes against humanity. Thus it is no surprise that the 
Germans are fearful over a Big Four meeting. The 
Germans don’t want to he “sold out." 

Mr. McCloy, the American High Commissioner for 
Germany, has gone so far as to assure Chancellor Ade¬ 
nauer that the Western Allies’ investment of dieir re¬ 
sources in Western Germany gives evidence of dieir 
(Allies) good faidi that there would be no betrayal of 
the Germans. (Nmv York Timet, December 28, 1950) 
Mr. McCloy’s attitude explains a statement made by 
Bernard Baruch some mouths ago when he said: “Ger¬ 
many will dictate the peace in Europe.” 

The future would be gloomy, indeed, if diis prophesy 
should come true. A Big Four meeting, therefore, could 
very well prevent such a catastrophe. Actually, there 
should be no contradicdou between the basic Interests 
of the United States and those of the Germans—that is, 
if the Germans are not interested in fishing in troubled 
waters. Why should die Germans fear a Big Four meet¬ 
ing, unless perhaps they are afraid that out of such talks 
agreements would he reached which would ease the 
present crisis? 

Of course, miracles cannot he expected out of such 
a conference. Yet, if the Big Four can a^rce to enforce 
- their original war aims with regard to Germany, there 
is hope for a brighter future for mankind. 
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rared in our lifetime, then it 
would be eaaential to break away 
from the discredited formulae of 
World War I and deal with the 
German problem oh the baaia of 
hiitorical realities. He expressed 
hia views in many letters which 
appeared in the leading news- 
, papers throughout the country. 
He dealt with specific aspects of 
the German problem, such as re¬ 
parations, German assets abroad, 
the resurrection of Germany’s 
war potential, and the dangers of 
neo-Nazism. Undoubtedly, his let¬ 
ters received the serious attention 
of our leading officials and his 
views were shared by many 
Americans who did not nave the 
facility to speak out as Mr. Gil¬ 
pin did on behalf of the Society. 

In the last issue of PREVENT 
WORLD WAR III Mr. Gilpin’s 
last piece was published and ap¬ 
propriately enough, the title of 
nis article was: “Towards Collec¬ 
tive Security.*’ In that article Mr. 


Gilpin once more returned to the 
importance. of establishing a 
world-wide collective security sys¬ 
tem under’ the United Nations. 
Mr. Gilpin supported Secretary 
Acheaon’s views, which, he point¬ 
ed out, could be the forerunner 
of such a system of collective se¬ 
curity and would be the greatest 
deterrent to tinned aggression 
such as that which occurred in 
Korea. Then he made the fol¬ 
lowing observation: “Those who 
have advocated the remilitariza¬ 
tion of- Western Germany have 
bused their arguments to a large 
extent on the fact that in Europe 
the Russians possess overwhelm¬ 
ing land power and cannot be 
effectively checked without avail¬ 
able military forces in the West. 
Underlying this thesis is the as¬ 
sumption that the day of a genu¬ 
ine world-wide system of collec¬ 
tive security is gone and that the 
West must look to its own re* 
Iserves for protection. But if this 


premise is true, then' how tab&. J 
oujly will the nations uf thft? : . : 
world take the recommendations 
of Mt- Acheson for the adoption 
of a world-wide system of col¬ 
lective security?” Inis is but one 
sample of his incisive logic. The 
' question which he raised regard¬ 
ing the relationship of Secretary 
Acheson’s recommendations and 
the remilitarization of Germany 
has yet to be answered. 

It has been said by some of our 
friends that the Society’s educa- " 
tional work will be vindicated 
some day—when wc ate no 
longer around. We do not share 
that pessimism. Indeed, we are 
confident that events will vindi¬ 
cate our viewpoint in the not too 
distant future. In any case, what¬ 
ever the Society has accomplished 
or will accomplish, there can be 
no doubt of the role played by ' 
Mr. C. Monteith Gilpin. He was 
a great inspiration, a wise coun¬ 
sellor, a great American. 





















FACTS VERSUS WORDS 

When the war ended in 1945 t the Allies were faced 
with a great problem, namely the creation of a free and 
independent German press. The problem was made 
more difficult by the fact that in most cases printing 
facilities in Western Germany belonged to Nazis and 
Hitler supporters. 

To assist German publishers who desired to make a 
clean break with the undemocratic traditions of the old 
German press. Military Government issued regulations 
which enabled such publishers to utilize the printing 
facilities and equipment which had formerly belonged 
to Hitlerites. Allied protection of the rights of these 
publishers was confirmed as recently as July, 1950 by 
Mr. Ralph Nicholson, former Director of the Office of 
Public Affairs in the Office of the American High Com¬ 
missioner for Germany. Mr. Nicholson reaffirmed the 
validity of the mandatory leases on German newspaper 
plants established by the U. S. Military Government in 
a reply to a letter from Franx Karl Maier, President of 
the Association of Newspaper Publishers in the United 
States zone. Mr. Nicholson informed the German pub-. 
Ushers, (see July, 1950 issue. Information Bulletin) 
through Mr. Maier, that the Newspaper Leases Review 
Board, set up to review proposed cnanges in mandatory 
leases, continues to exercise jurisdiction in this field. 

In addition, Mr. Nicholson referred to Allied Law 
No. 13, which “prohibits German courts from rendering 
a decision impcaching the validity or legality of any 
recognition, decision or order published by the Military 
Government. . . Mr. Nicholson further declared: 
“Only the occupation authorities are competent to de¬ 
termine and construe the existence, terms, validity or 
intent of the voluntary and mandatory leases of the job 
printing contracts formulated . . . under Military Gov- - 
eminent directives ... and that German courts have no 
competence in cases involving these issues.” 

In reply to Franz Karl Maier’s question as to whether 
recognized restitution claims affected in any way the 
lease facilities, Mr. Nicholson wrote: “The recognition 
of a restitution claim to property subject to one of the 
newspaper leases in question does not terminate the 
lease nor affect its validity. . . . These leases can be 
terminated or altered, therefore, only by the Newspaper 
Review Board." 

Yet, in spite of these avowed policies to encourage the 
development of an independent German press, the first 
victim of the drive on the part of powerful vested in¬ 
terests to undermine the free press in Germany was 
none other than Franz Karl Maier himself! Dr. Fred¬ 
erick K. Wallach described in detail in the last issue 
(No. 36) of PREVENT WORLD WAR ID how the 
Bosch interests, through dubious legal proceedings and 
tactics, were able to obtain from a German court the 
verdict that they had been victims of Nazism. Follow¬ 
ing up this triumph, the Bosch interests immediately 
confronted Franz Karl Maier, one of the publishers of 
the Stuttgarter Zeitung, with an ultimatum—either he 
would submit to their dictation or they would, by hook 
or crook, undermine his position. 

The printing facilities which the Stuttgarter Zeitung 
uses were at one time the property of the Bosch in¬ 
terests. In view of,the fact that the Bosch Trust bad 
been adjudged a victim of Nazism, it was determined 


to regain control over these facilities as part of its 
claim for restitution. Franz Karl Maier alone,, of course, 
could not balk the. Bosch people who have friends in 
the highest circles of the Bonn Government. He had 
every right, however, to expect the protection of the 
American High Commissioner for Germany. No such 
help came, and Mr. Maier had to quit. This was a vic¬ 
tory for the Bosch interests, but more than that, a very 
dangerous precedent in terms of the future of the demo¬ 
cratic German press. 

It would be hard to believe that American officials 
in Germany were unaware of the machinations of the 
Bosch interests. In this connection, we recall a part of 
an address on democracy and German public opinion 
by Mr. Shepard Stone, present Director'of the Office of 
Public Affairs: “Above all, however,” he told his Ger¬ 
man audience, “the papers themselves should be aware 
of their duties. Publishers and editors should know that 
they are trustees—trustees of the people. In times of 
financial difficulties they should remain firm, and not 
look for some capitalists to give them money to save 
their paper, which may verv often turn out to be dan¬ 
gerous tor the papers independence. The publisher 
should take a close look ut the man who gives him 
money and should insist upon the independence and 
the mission of the paper in being endangered." (October 
20, 1950) 

It seems to us that Mr. Stone would have not issued 
this warning unless he was aware of the fact that power¬ 
ful industrial interests were out to recapture the German 
press and use it for their selfish purposes, as was the 
case before and during the Hitler regime. It is all very . 
well for Mr. Stone to advise German newspaper pub- ' 
lishers to be wary of sinister forces which would destroy ■ 
the independence of German newspapers, but, in view 
of Allied regulations on this important matter, isn't it 
clear that Allied officials also bave_a responsibility in 
keeping clean the German newspaper profession? 

The danger to the independence of German news- .! 

f apers was also admitted by John J. McCloy in his ! 

ourth Quarterly Report on Germany: “Potential ' 
threats,” he observed, ‘no the independence of the Ger¬ 
man press are spreading newspaper mergers. As yet there 
is no evidence of outside financial interests in these 
combines, although this development could lead to the 
establishment of powerful newspaper trusts." 

Although he recognized the danger to the independ¬ 
ence of the-German press by spreading newspaper mer¬ 
gers, Mr. McCloy denies the fact that outside financial 
interests are pulling the strings, although in the Bosch 
case the contrary is true. Moreover, the very fact that 
mergers are increasing could imply that outside capita) 
has been brought in to effectuate these changes. As Mr. 
McCloy knows, it takes a great deal of money to buy 
up other newspapers. Therefore, an investigation of the^ 
circumstances surrounding the ouster of Franz Karl 
Maier from the Stuttgarter Zeitung might open np new 
clues for Mr. McCloy regarding the influence of outside 
financial interests in the German newspaper field. 

From recent reports it seems that the pernicious in¬ 
fluences which threaten the independence of German 
newspapers have invaded another important channel 
of public information, the film industry. The New York 
Time* of November 7 carried a story captioned: “Ex 
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Nazis Seek Control of Films.” The dispatch discloses 
that the German film empire, UFA, winch was supposed 
to have been broken up under the Allied deconcentra¬ 
tion laws, is attracting the eyes of some of the most 
influential Nazis and Hitler supporters. Among those 
who are trying to regain control over the UFA empire, 
are: 

Max Winkler, Joseph Goebhels’ right hand man, who 
was special deputy propaganda minister in charge of 
films. 

Alfred Hugenberg, steel tycoon, who helped Hitler 
come to power. 

Alfred Greven, director of German film interests in 
France during the occupation. 

Dr. Gunther Dahl Grunen, Managing Editor of the 
Nazi super holding company, Cautio, which controlled 
all propaganda media, including films. 

According to the Times, tills group is in close contact 
with the Allied Film Reorganization Committee, and 
“is lobbying extensively with important West German 
Government personalities to keep the empire intact.” 
In view of the activities of this unholy group, it is not 
surprising that efforts to suppress a new film produced 
by Veit Harlan, favorite movie maker of Joseph Goeb- 
bels, were blocked by a German court in Hamburg. 

One can hardly say that the situation in the news¬ 
paper field and in the film industry in Germany is 
encouraging. Yet some of our leading officials in Ger¬ 
many continue to make lengthy speeches and write 
detailed reports on how successful “we” have keen in 
bringing democracy home to the Germans. 


A GERMAN VIEW 
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DECARTELIZATION FARCE 

The most recent report on Germany (Fourth Quar¬ 
terly, 1950) by the United States High Commissioner, 
is not only interesting in what it says but also in what 
has been virtually omitted. Mr. McCIoy comments on a 
wide variety of subjects, ranging from the field of civil 
liberties where he notes that the Bonn Government, 

“has been inclined to follow German traditions and has 
resisted efforts to liberalize some of the most paternal¬ 
istic practices which have grown up in the past 1 ," to his 
discussion on the need for increasing Germany's win- 
potential. "Capital” he declares, “must instead be fiw- 
nished to industries likely to play an integral part in 
Germany's contribution to the common defense effort.” 

Strange as it may sectu, Mr. McCloy’e report says 
practically nothing about the question of deconcentrat¬ 
ing German heavy industry and the smashing of the 
German cartel network. One of the few remarks which 
we have been able to find alluding to this problem is 
filled with exuberant optimism: “Free enterprise . . .” • 
he reports, has been one of the “watchwords of the 
Government's economic policy as formulated and car¬ 
ried out by the Minister of Economics, Dr. Ludwig 
Erhard.” 

Reading this statement one could easily get the im¬ 
pression that the Germans are now on Hie road to a 
genuine free enterprise economy. Unfortunately, all the 
evidence we have seen points the other way around. 
(In this connection, the relationship of Germau economic 
policy to a system of free enterprise was discussed in 
issues No. 32 and 33 of PREVENT WORLD WAR HI. 
under the title: “Champions of Free Enterprise?” by 
Dr. Jean Pa jus.) 

As a matter of fact, Law No, 27, which is supposed 
to break up the German coal and steel trusts is in 
reality a far cry from the avowed policy to deconcentrate 
German heavy industry. This Law and the regulations 
accompanying it make it clear that the some German 
tycoons who have been responsible in the first place for 
the trustified character of German heavy industry, will 
be in charge of liquidating it. 

As early as June 26, 1950 the Stuttgarter Zeitung, 
commenting on the Law, noted that German industrial 
circles were very pleased about Article No. 5 of said 
Law. Article No. 5, in the opinion of these powerful 
interests, writes the Stuttgarter ZeitUng, permits, “the 
exchange of shares of the old steel industry against 
shares of the newly to be formed steel units." Moreover, 
the Stuttgarter Zeitung flatly states that under Law No. 
27, “It will be possible now to reorganize vertical con¬ 
cerns of mines and steel plants.” It is a fact of history 
that the vertical German monopolies have not only 
exercised a stranglehold over the German economy, but 
have dominated the economic life of most of Europe. 

- V 

As mentioned above, regulations supplementing Law 
No. 27 provide that these powerful monopolies will be 
liquidated by the German monopolists themselves. We 
estimate that roughly 50% of the present leading offi¬ 
cials of the German monopolies to be liquidated, fall 
within the classification of the War Department circular 
of March,.1945, as individuals who: “in an outstanding 
way thrived under National Socialism, who welcomed 
it in the beginning, aided the Nazis-to obtain power, 
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supported them in office, shared the spoils of expropria¬ 
tion' and conquest, or otherwise markedly bcnentted in 
their careers or fortunes under the Nazis.” 

The inadequacy of Law No. 27 is further confirmed 
by a description of the powers of the German coal 
control board (DKBL), by the London Economist of 
November 11, 1950. The Economist, speaking about the 
temporary coal shortage, said: “Last week the German 
Coal Control (DKBL)—a curiously anomalous body 
which exercises the powers of a government or cartel 
under the nominal authority of the Allied Coal Control 
—was empowered to ration supplies, in practice though 
not in name. The DKBL can do so because it controls 
a sales organization which in the internal market exer¬ 
cises all the powers which used to be wielded by the 
Rheinisch-Westiaelischcs Kohlensyndikat. This organi¬ 
zation was dissolved by Military Government on account 
of its being a cartel. Plus yu change, plus e’est la merae 
chose.” 

Francis D. Murnaghan, Jr., of the Decartelization and 
Deconcentration Division, HICOG, writing in the No¬ 
vember issue of Information Bulletin, confesses that de¬ 
cartelization and deconcentration of German industry 
is no easy matter. Implicit in his remarks is the ad¬ 
mission that the German cartclists are far from con¬ 
vinced of the benefits of free enterprise, nor are the 
cartelists pursuing a do-nothing policy. Consequently, 
Mr. Murnaghan writes: “A large portion of the Divi¬ 
sion's time is devoted to obtaining evidence of such 
agreements (cartels) which, understandably, the parties 
keep as quiet as possible.” Though more than 6,000 of 
such cartel agreements, according to Mr. Murnaghan, 
have been “formally terminated . . . there are signs of 
a revival of such agreements. .. 

To round out this picture we are taking the liberty 
of quoting from a report by one of the members of a 
United States anti-trust team which had been sent over 
to Germany last year to undo the damages against the 
decartelization law under the regime of General Clay. 
We are indebted to Mr. Robert S. Allen, who published 
excerpts of this report in the New York Post of No¬ 
vember 26, 1950: 

"We have been fighting our own battle here ever since 
the Korean affair broke, but it looks as though ours 
will have a far less happy ending. Decartelization, dis¬ 
persal of the /. G. Farben combine and break-up of the 
banking monopolies are about to be swept away in the 
panicky rush to give the Germans whatever they leant 
in order to get them to accept the arms toe are trying 
to thrust upon them. It is a truly tragic and despairing 
situation. 

“All prospect of any acceptance by the Germans of 
any part of our economic reform program has virtually 
disappeared in the scramble to gel them back into 
uniform. . . . Instead of advancing as we were doing 
for a while, we are now having to fight very hard to 
hold on to anything at all. It now appears that our 
decartelization program is out the window. . . . The 
British were always against it and so were a lot of other 
people in our own occupation establishment. Between 
them and the rush to rearm Germany, our deconcentra¬ 
tion program appears about finished. 

"Now, only a few months later, there is a beautifully 
organized drive, encouraged by the British and led by 
the old Farben gang, to scrap the law and let the Ger¬ 


mans, meaning the Farben crowd, handle the problem. 

“. . . The lack of resolve by the Allies, and their sus¬ 
ceptibility to blackmail, has now been graphically dem¬ 
onstrated. The Germans have tasted blood and they are 
on the prowl once more. Once again, it is the old cry, 
‘Deutschland liber Alles.’ 

“Only recently, the Minister of Justice at Bonn made 
a public speech in which he denounced the three High 
Commissioners, demanded that they get out of Germany, 
and excoriated the occupation statute as a scrap of paper 
which had no authority in Germany. Thai’s where we 
came in. Adolph Hitler rides again." 

This sensational indictment of the decartelization 
farce is in sharp contrast to Mr. McCloy’s rosy picture 
of free enterprise in Germany. 


GUNS FOR BUTTER 

“We'ro trading guns for butter in Germany 
today. The Soviet world is getting the tools 
with which to make guns; in return the free 
world's getting stuff with which to butter bread 
and sweeten coffee and trim Christmas trees. 

“Here in the Ruhr—the industrial heart of 
West Germany — factories are booming this 
winter. Blast furnaces are roaring and the night 
sky is lit by the glow oi open hearths. But much 
of its production—its high-grade steel and tools 
and heavy machinery—are flowing across the 
iron curtain at the rate of $250,000,0fi0 a year. 

"With these critical materials the Communist 
East German state is building up an industrial 
plant whose steel output has trebled in three 
years and which will be practically self-suf¬ 
ficient in two more. In 1952 production is ex¬ 
pected to reach 160 per cent af prewar levels. 

“In exchange, Soviet Germany is sending 
back silk stockings and film, glassware and 
baubles—the land oi trinkets that fill shop- 
windows and give West Germany its look of 
lush prosperity. 

"This bustling trade is being carried on in 
the West by German industrialists, often with 
the approval of the German Ministry of 
Economics and in shocking disregard of the 
free world's strategic interests. It is causing 
grave alarm among American and British 
officials—who are all but powerless to prevent 
it 

" 'We turned export licensing back to the 
Germans last February,' I was told by a State 
Department economic supervisor. ‘Now they're 
determined to go on doing business as usual 
with their fellow-Germans across the tine. And 
the Soviet Germans pay well—in gold and 
dollars—for the goods they need.* 

'1 looked at last year's figures of approved 
shipments to the East: $23,000,000 worth of iron 
and steel* $14,000,000 worth af vehicle and con¬ 
struction parts; $2,500,000 worth of machine 
tools; $7,500,00 worth of chemical and electrical 
products. And those are only a few of the 
items..."

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RE-EDUCATION FIASCO 

“German schools in the American zone are bringing 
up another generation to be blind followers. .. . Unless 
a major operation it performed in the German school 
system, we shall prepare for another generation that 
will welcome a dictator. . . . Ironically, we are doing it 
with American taxpayers' money expended for the ex¬ 
press purpose of making another dictator unacceptable." 

Thus spoke Dr. Worth McClure, Executive Secretary 
of the American Association of School Administrators 
before a Washington audience gome weeks ago. There 
are ample facts to back up Dr. McClure’s observations. 
Indeed, on the same day he spoke, the Associated Press 
reported from Stuttgart that: “ Thousands of former 
Nazis are back in their school teaching jobs in Western 
Germany .” According to the AP, at least forty-seven 
school teachers were found to be worse than “nominal 
Nazis” in the state of Wuerttcmberg-Baden “where de¬ 
nazification scandals have been frequent.” 

A correspondent for the New York Times, writing 
from Stuttgart, revealed that of the forty-seven men¬ 
tioned by the AP, twenty-four had been Nazi Party 
district leaders while many others had been active in 
“Racial Problems Bureaus.” A number of them were 
"confidence men" in the Nazi Party Teachers’ Associa¬ 
tion. For the information of our readers, Nazi “confi¬ 
dence men” were stool pigeons and spies employed by 
the Hitlerites to execute the Fuehrer’s directives in 
whatever organizations they were assigned. 

To illustrate the importance of these teachers to the 
Nazi machine, the Times correspondent cites the case 
of Dr. Ernst Schmidhubor. Schmidhuber was the execu¬ 
tive officer of his Gnu which was the biggest regional 
area in the Nazi Party organization. He possessed- great 
talents and was an invaluable asset to the Nazi cause. 
Schmidhuber was an authority on the Hitler youth. He 
was a leading Party orator and district orientation 
leader. And last, but certainly not least, he was one of 
the Party’s oracles on the “racial question." Today, he 
is back on the job—a teacher again I 

The setbacks suffered by democracy in the German 
schools are reflected among German youth. A recent 
United States High Commission survey disclosed that' 
only one ouf of four German youths in the American 
zone and one out of three adults believe that American 
democratization efforts “have achieved any great suc¬ 
cess up to now.” Specifically, the survey reported that 
among Germans with twelve years or more education 
"84% see little or no success in American democratiza¬ 
tion efforts.” 

In this connection, we call attention to the fact that 
neo-Nazi youth organizations are appearing on the Ger¬ 
man scene. The latest of these outfits is called: “Reichs- 
jugend" (Reichs Youth). It is led by one Herbert Muen- 
chow, who, according to the Frankfurter Rundschau of 
November 4, 1950, was a district leader in Berlin under 
Hitler and at the end of the war was “Superior Fuehrer” 
of the Pioneers of the Storm Troopers. Muenchow, 
therefore, is a professional youth organizer who received 
his basic training in the Hitler youth organizations. The 
political godfather of Muenchow’s organization is none 
other than Wolfgang Hedler, an important bigwig in 
one of the extreme German rightist parties. Hedler is 
a violent anti-Semite and has savagely attacked the 
Occupying Powers. His anti-Semitic activities became so 


obnoxious that even members of the West German par¬ 
liament demanded his ouster from that body. 

Ernest Leiser of the ONA writes: " The group, like 
the Hitler youth, is uniformed, and on the right breast 
of each uniform shirt the members wear a Germanic 
'wolfsangel,' a symbol which closely resembles the Na¬ 
tional Socialist suHtsrika." 

In discussing the deteriorating situation among West 
German youth, the New York Times said in one of its 
editorials: “Five years of Allied and German efforts of 
reorientation have not succeeded in filling the vacuum 
left by the collapse of the Reich with an understanding 
of the workings and meaning of democracy." Every in¬ 
formed person knows that the New York Times is right 
in its conclusion, namely that there has been no signi¬ 
ficant victory for democracy among German youth. 

But one is justified in asking the question—precisely 
what efforts have been made on the part of the Allies 
and the Germans to drive home the lessons of democ¬ 
racy? We are not talking about the handful of sincere 
Allied educators who have worked under the most diffi¬ 
cult circumstances to do a job. They are not at fault. 
One merely needs to compare the paltry sums spent for 
education in Germany with the billions expended for 
the re-creation of German “efficiency,” to understand 
how little has been done and who is to blame. 

The American High Commissioner for Germany, Mr. 
McCloy, insists that a strong Germany is essential to 
the security of the West. Strength, to him, means a 
powerful industrial war potential. Everything else ap- 
ears to be secondary. But would such a Germany really 
e strong to meet the challenge of Communism? Could 
such a Germany be a trusted ally of the West? There 
was a strong Germany before World War II. It was 
strong in the sense that it had unrivalled economic 
power, and that the Germans were thoroughly indoc¬ 
trinated to follow the leader. But that Germany did not 
serve as a bulwark of democracy. It did not help to 
maintain peace. " 

Only a Germany whose people are thoronghly imbued 
with the democratic spirit can he strong, and that is' 
why the re-education of the German youth is of para¬ 
mount importance. It is they who must be made Btrong 
through the conviction that crime does not pay, and 
that peaceful pursuits and respect for one’s neighbors is 
the truly democratic way. This will Tequire much greater 
effort on the part of the Germans themselves. But, can 
we expect the Germans, young or old, to respond when 
they find that the Allies are hypnotized by the magical 
words, “German economic efficiency?” 


DEMOCRACY IN REVERSE 

“Roger N. Baldwin, national chairman of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, recently called 
American efforts to reorient Germans toward 
democracy a ’failure’ and charged: 

“ 'The old gang of civil servants is back; 
business Is run by the same men who ran It 
under the Nazis. Order, not liberty, is their chief 
concern. Government of, by, and for the people 
Is a long way off.' ”

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L G. FARIJEN MERRY-GO-ROUND 

The New York Timet of January 15, 1951 reported 
that the Allied High CommiMion. had agreed on a plan 
to “break up” the mammoth German chemical trust 
und cartel, I. G. Farben. 

Long before VE dav, the U. S. A. bad been aware of 
the evil rolo which Farben had played in building up 
Hitler's war machine and undermining the economics 
of Germany’s prospective victims. At the risk of being 
trite, we dare say that I. G. Farben was a government 
within a government. Indeed there are many authorities 
who say that I. G. Farben ran Hitler, and not the other 
way around. 

As early as May 19, 1946, the Assistant Secretary of 
War, Mr. Howard C. Petersen told a radio audience that 
the position of the American Military Government was 
“to destroy cartels and we are proceeding to do so.” 
In this connection, Mr. Petersen declared that the old 
management of I. G. Farben had been removed and 
that “four or five Farben munition plants" were de¬ 
stroyed. Concluding his remarks, Mr. Petersen assured 
his audience that the Farben cartel would be wiped out 
in accordance with Allied control agreements. The year 
1946 passed but nothing substantial happened. 

A chronicle of events in 1949 and 1950 indicates the 
vicissitudes in the efforts to eliminate the Farben cartel. 

1. On June 1, 1949 the Ne to York Times reported that 
the United States Military Government was going to sell 
one of the L G. Farben chemical trust properties. It 
was reported as a move to implement previous laws for 
the breaking up of the Farben cartel. 

2. On June 25, 1949 the Neu) York Times reported 
that “a committee of creditors, bond holders and stock 
holders of the former I. G. Farben chemical trust" 
would be established “as one of the steps in the dis¬ 
solution of the monopoly and the sale of its properties.” 

3. On July 13, 1949 the United Press reported that 
the stockholders of I. G. Farben had charged the occu¬ 
pying powers with disregarding “rights of private prop- 
• erty.' According to the United Press dispatch, the I. G. 
Farben stock holders were objecting to Law No. 9 of 
Nov. 30, 1945 which was designed to break up Farben. 

Bv the end of 1949 it became apparent that the wide 
publicity given to the breaking up of Farben that unst 
summer was “premature.” As the year 1950 rolled 
around, it become clear that the resistance of the stock 
holders of Farben was having its effect: 

1. On February 24, 1950 the New York Timet carried 
a story titled: “New Farben Trust Seen in Germany." 
The article reported “the alarm" expressed by Allied 
officials over the rebirth of the Farben cartel. The 
Timet dispatch observed that “officials here also deplore 
the fact that subsidiaries, notably in Spain and South 
America, are operating for the benefit of the old German 
proprietors." 

2. On April 24, 1950 the New York Times carried a 
story titled: “L G. Farben Cartel Again Is Target” But 
the dispatch revealed that the sale of Farben properties 
“which was to have set the stage for a vast liquidation 
program, ia now ’dead as a doornail.* ’’ 

The Times wrote that the Office of the High Com¬ 
missioner had rescinded the plans for such sales because 
they had been “ill-conceived.” Tho article continued: 
“Instead of selling the remaining L G. Farben properties 


outright—as previously was considered by military gov¬ 
ernment officials—the Allied High Commission experts 
were thinking in terms of reorganization with stocks to 
be rearranged among the present stock holders." 

Finally, on June 5, 1950 the Associated Press carried 
a report which read in part: "The Western High Com¬ 
missioners turned control of the West German chemical 
industry back to the Gennuns today. . . . The Germans 
get control of some chemicals that can be used in war, 
but that also have peacetime uses. .. .” 

During these years of promise and failure,' the former 
bigwigs of the Farben cartel were reinstated in their 
old jobs, particularly in the French and British zones. 
For example, Wilhelm Mann, who had been indicted as 
a war criminal, resumed his post as director of Farben's 
Bayer Co. at Leverkueson. Mann, according to the court 
transcript of the Farben trial, was an active Nazi Party 
member from 1931 until the end of the war. He took 
a leading part in creating and equipping the Nazi war 
machine. On the basis of his Nazi affiliations, Mann in 
1933 purged the Farben organization under his control 
of all “non-Aryans.” 

Another important Farben official, who was restored 
to a preeminent position in the Farben hierarchy is 
Ulrich Haber land. Herr Ilaberland, unfortunately was 
not placed on the doek lor the war crimes he committed. 
He was a member of the Nazi Party and as a bigwig in 
the Farben Combine, shared the responsibility for the 
employment of slave labor. 

According to the New York Timet of January 15, 
Haherland is die chief spokesman lor the Farben em¬ 
pire in opposing the present plan of the Allied High 
Commission to establish 3 large companies and 6 smaller 
concerns out of the Farben combine. This is only a 
slight change from the pre-war organization of Farben, 
which was always divided into 3 groups as coulemplated 
by the new plan. 

One would think that Haherland would be prevented 
from regaining a position of power. But in accordance 
with the morality of some of the leading occupation 
officials, and with Allied policy to encourage “efficiency," 
Haherland was appointed as a manager of the Lever- 
kuesen plant of I. G. Farben, which includes the huge 
Bayer organization. 

As regards the new Allied plan to “break-up” Farben, 
the authoritative magazine Business Week, declares that 
the 3 major units resulting from “splitting" Farben 
look “a lot like cartel* in their own right.” 

The Times indicates that the war criminal, Herr 
Haherland, who was never prosecuted, is not so much 
opposed to the setup of the 3 major units as he is to 
questions T>f detail. In this connection. Business Week 
reports that Law 35, covering the “decartelization” of 
Farben is precisely the kind that “the German*—gov¬ 
ernment, businessmen, stock holders, have been plump¬ 
ing for with all their might.” Thus it seems that we are 
witnessing a sham battle, one which has been fought 
over and over again since the end of the war. 

Given the political climate of today, which is so fa¬ 
vorable to Germany’s resurgence, and given the group 
of Allied officials who worship German “efficiency" and 
who do not feel any pangs of conscience by permitting 
war criminals like Haherland to dominate the German 
Chemical industry, is it not clear that the final victory 
will go to the Farben gang?

I 

The writer lias been a “re-exarainiat” with regard to 
certain aspects of our foreign policy during most of the 
postwar period. He has supported the Marshall Plan, 
"Point Four” and the Atlantic Treaty. He has opposed 
our assuming the role of self-appointed global police¬ 
man, involving the assumption of far-flung military 
commitments without commensurate military power. 
Testifying before the Senate Foreign Relations Commit¬ 
tee, in May 1949, the writer warned against ussuming 
the specific commitment of defending Western Europe 
against invasion in the event that the deterrent to ag- , 
gression provided by the Atlantic Treaty should fail 
to prevent n Russian attack. He contended that the 
United States should not commit itself to any pre- 
announced strategy of defense and maintained that an 
undertaking to defend Europe at the Elbe or the Rliinc 
would sooner or later lead to the fatal mistake of re¬ 
arming Germany. This would not only fail to make 
Western Europe secure against invasion but might easily 
provoke the very attack we were seeking to prevent. 
The Senate Committee expressed its concurrence with 
these views. Nevertheless, tne commitment to defend the 
frontiers of Western Europe was shortly thereafter taken 
by the administration, accompanied by repeuted assur¬ 
ances that no rearmament of Germany was contem¬ 
plated. 

A year later the Government of the United States 
declared itself in favor of West German rearmament 
and is now engaged in trying to force the consent thereto 
by a reluctant Germany and an even more reluctant 
France. On October 21, 1950, the Russian Government 
issued a protest and suggested renewed four-power dis¬ 
cussion of a German peace settlement. 

In view of these developments, the writer has ven¬ 
tured to submit to the Secretary of State a proposal for 
the "re-examination” of our European policy which he 
believes would strengthen the defense potential of West¬ 
ern Enrope, while at the same time creating the condi¬ 
tions in which a German peace settlement might prof¬ 
itably be discussed. The following is the gist of the 
proposal submitted. 

n 

Our Government is proceeding, at present, on the as¬ 
sumption that German rearmament and French rearma¬ 
ment can be made to complement each other. The evi¬ 
dence from abroad indicates this belief to be a fallacy. 

1. Reports from Germany indicate: 

(a) that the West Germans will not willingly rearm 
for a war in which their country would be the battle¬ 
ground—much less for a war in which the defense might 
be moved back from the Elbe to the Rhine; if they 


fight at all, the West Germans will want to fight an 
offensive war to recapture Eastorn Gcnnauy; 

(b) that the Germans will he uncertain allies unless 
they are sure of a Western victory, which they will be 
only when they see some twenty Amorican and British" 
divisions stationed in Western Germany; and 

(c) that the Germans will not willingly rearm at all 
as second-class members of a Western coalition; that 
they will demand full equality, including equality in 
command. 

2. Reports from France indicate: 

(a) that if these German conditions are met, France 
will become more “neutralist” than ever; 

(b) that the French do not want to fight an offensive 
war to recapture Eastern Germany for a strong, mili¬ 
tarized German nation; 

(c) that the French do not want or trust Germany 
as an equal partner; and 

(d) tnat while the French would like to see large 
American and British armies stationed on the Continent, 
they fear that such a build-up in Germany may provoke 
Russian attack. 

These considerations lead to the conclusion that Ger¬ 
man rearmament and French rearmament would ac¬ 
tually cancel each other out; and that our present pol¬ 
icy, while possibly producing some sort of compromise 
“agreement," will fail to produce the will to resist any¬ 
where in Western Europe. Such a result might well 
invite Russian attack. 

•f • m 

The alternative suggested is to forego German re¬ 
armament and, instead, to encourage serious rearmament 
and the will to resist in France and the Low Countries, 
by undertaking to station in those countries not less 
than twenty American and British divisions. This would 
be done on condition that France would match—divi¬ 
sion for division—any such Anglo-American garrison. 

Admittedly, this alternative will not provide a sure • 
defense against 175 Russian divisions. It still involves 
the risk-—inherent in the commitment wc have taken 
—that, if war comes, we may have to begin it with 
another Dunkirk, or worse. But,'under this alternative, 
we should at least know upon whom we could count to 
provide a real deterrent to aggression and to put up a 
real fight if an invasion were launched. At the very 
least, we should have created the conditions in which 
a rearmed France and its rearmed neighbors could rea¬ 
sonably be expected to offer determined resistance. 

This is the first part of the writer’s proposal. It is a 
plea to reconsider where, how, and with what to build 
real strength in Western Europe, even if it entails for 
greater immediate efforts and • sacrifices here at home 
than our present program. 
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IV 

The second part of the writer’s suggestion is founded 
upon the revised rearmament program just suggested. It 
deals with a new approach to a German peace settle* 
ment. 

In their proposal of October 21, the Russians put for¬ 
ward four major suggestions: 

1. A reaffirmation by the four occupying powers of 
their Potsdam, undertaking to keep Germany demili¬ 
tarized; 

2. The “removal of all hindrances to the development 
of a peaceful German economy,” and a renewed pledge 
against the “rehabilitation of the German war poten¬ 
tial”; 

3. The “undelayed conclusion of a peace treaty,” the 
'creation of a unified German stute, and the withdrawal, 
within one year after the peace treaty, of all occupation 
forces; 

4. The “creation of an all-German Constitutional 
Council on the basis of balanced representation of East¬ 
ern and Western Germany”—this Conncil “to prepare 
for the establishment of a German Government.” 

Taking his cue from the Russian preamble to this 
proposal, which contained the usual vilification of the 
west, the Secretary of State issued a formal statement 
on October 24, denouncing the “effrontery" of the pro¬ 
posal and demanding that the Russians demonstrate 
their sincerity by deeds rather than words. This was 
to be expected, in view of the predicament to which 
our present policy has brought us. That predicament 
consists in being unable to discuss the possible attain¬ 
ment of our own uvowed objectives in Germany without 
running afoul of our present efforts to include Western 
Germany in a Western defense bloc. So long as these 
efforts continue, we cannot discuss the unification of 
Germany, we cannot discuss a peace treaty, we cannot 
even contemplate the withdrawal of our occupation 
forces. So long as onr present policy stands, it is clear 
that we shall be embarrassed by any suggestions—sin¬ 
cere or insincere—for a renewal of negotiations leading 
toward a German settlement. 

If, however, we were to modify our defense program 
along the lines already suggested, the situation would 
be reversed. We should he relieved of our present em¬ 
barrassment and Russian sincerity would then truly be 
on trial before the world. 

As matters stand, we cannot renew our Potsdam pledge 
against remilitarization for the simple reason that we 
intend to remilitarize Western Germany. Therefore, we 
can only denounce the Russians for having broken their 
pledge oy a partial remilitarization in Eastern Germany. 
Granted that the Russians have transgressed, our case 
is weak because we intend to transgress even more. 
Under the alternative here proposed, the Russians would 
have to undo what they have done in Eastern Germany 
or else admit that their proposal was insincere. 

The same thing holds for the Russian proposal to 
unify Germany, sign a peace treaty and withdraw all 
occupation forces. Here, too, we can only denounce the 
Russians for having until now obstructed unification. 
Our case is weak for two reasons: first, not only the 
Russians but our friends, the French, have obstructed 
unification and would still be reluctant to see it accom¬ 
plished; and, second, our present program for rearming 


Western Europe is based upon the assumption of i 
divided Germany. Under the suggested alternative, wi 
would be in a position where wc could sincerely purstn 
our avowed objectives, where we could allay Frencl 
fears of German unification (since Germany would bi 
kept demilitarized), and where Russian sincerity in pro 
posing unification would be on trial. 

The greatest obstacle to a German settlement in th< 
past has been Russian unwillingness to permit a unifier 
Germany to be democratic, in the Western sense—thai 
is, to have a government based upon free elections and t 
constitution guaranteeing t,he political freedoms. Mr 
Acheson rightly denounced the Russian proposal foi 
“balanced representation” between East and West and 
for its implied failure to permit an all-German govern¬ 
ment based upon free elections. Since then, however, 
there have been some interesting reports of statements 
by East German communist leaders which indicate thai 
the Russians might he willing to hack down on their 
“balanced representation” and possibly even accept free 
all-German elections, This could be trno, if the Russians 
have concluded that a demilitarized, “democratic” Ger¬ 
many (in the Western sense) would be less of an evil 
than a remilitarized Western Germany. If so, this would 
be a great step forward toward a German settlement: 
But we shall never find out by just asking, unless the 
Russians feel that, by making the ooncession, they have 
a chance of preventing West German rearmament. The 
suggested alternative would make it possible to demand 
a clear answer. 

Finally, when the Russians proposed (item 2) “the 
removal of all hindrances to the development of a peace¬ 
ful German economy,” they were, in effect, offering to 
give up further reparations out of current German pro¬ 
duction. In the past, this has been the second great 
obstacle to a settlement. This proposal may have been a 
bluff or a sincerely offered concession, motivated, per¬ 
haps, by the fact that the Russians know they have 
milked the East German cow fairly dry. Once we get 
ourselves in a position where we really want unification 
and a settlement, wc shall be able to find out whether 
this second obstacle has been removed. 

V 

To summarize: 

1. The writer submits that, by embarking upon the 
suggested course, toe shall not weaken but strengthen the 
defense of Western Europe. It should be noted that this 
proposal docs not suggest that the Russians should retire 
a few miles to the Oder, while our troops come home 
across the ocean. Under this proposal we and the Brit¬ 
ish would maintain at least twenty full-strength ready 
divisions no further from the West German frontier 
than the Russians will be from the East Cerman frontier, 
and this Anglo-American force would be at least 
matched by France and the Low Countries. 

2. The writer submits that, by modifying our rearma¬ 
ment program as suggosted, we shall put ourselves in a I 
position to pursue with sincerity our avowed aim of 
unifying and permanently demilitarizing Germany, of 
working out a peace settlement, and of withdrawing all 
occupation forces under United Nations supervision and 
control. 

Obviously, if this plan is adopted, we shall have to go 
considerably further in arming ourselves than seems at

prescat contemplated. It is unlikely that the British 
could provide more than perhaps five divisions for a 
West European garrison. This means that we should 
have to provide fifteen—perhaps more. The writer be¬ 
lieves that the American people would not balk at the 
additional sacrifice and effort, if they were given nn op¬ 
portunity to study and understand the facts. 

The writer is fully aware of the dangers involved in 
moving nearer to the condition of being a full garrison 
state. He would accept this evil until, by determined 
creative effort along political and economic lines, we can 
at last create those conditions in which universal en¬ 
forceable disarmament becomes u practicable possibility. 

If the present acute crisis in Asia can be surmounted, 
here is our great opportunity to strike at the heart of 
the cold war, which lies in Europe. To seize this oppor¬ 
tunity will require both skill and courage. Iu foregoing 
German rearmament, we should not be making a con¬ 
cession designed to appease Russia. We should be mak¬ 
ing a concession demanded by a clear understanding of 
our own vital self-interest. Were we to change our 
course with regard to German rearmament, we should 
bring about, here and throughout the world, a feeling 
of relief, of renewed 'confidence in the justice of our 
cause, and of hope for the future. •

"One Is that it will take at least a year before 
Atlantic Pact blueprints start getting translated 
Into actual armies. It will take time to recon¬ 
vene the war-industries of the Ruhr. It will lake 
time to win over the still bargaining west- 
German leaders, and even more to win over a 
' German people who don't want to fight for 
either side. The Russians may prefer to wait 
until an attack can be timed to a sharp crisis of 
disunity in the West. 

"Which leads to the other reason. Every step 
we take to arm Germany means bringing back 
the former Naxi generals and the military caste, 
which in turns means placing Germany under 
a blacker reaction. This Is a risk which oven 
Gen. MacArthur has all along been unwilling 
to take in Japan. If we do It in Germany, we 
weaken further our ties to our allies in Britain 
ond France, who still have reason to remember 
the German military caste. The Russians, I sus¬ 
pect, may not be adverse to allowing us some 
time in which thus to undermine our own moral 
strength In Europe. 

“I wonder whether either side can stop'on 
this road to a common suicide. The trouble with 
time-tables It that they become ends in them¬ 
selves, and take on a motion and volition of 
their own. This Is the most terrifying element in 
. the whole world crisis."

“Another reason why sizeable military assist¬ 
ance from the United States Is essential and why 
production of military equipment In Continental 
Western Europe cannot be pushed beyond cer¬ 
tain limits ties in with the problem of Western 
Germany. It It not in the interest of our long- 
range security that the Ruhr should once again 
become one of the world's major producers of 
military equipment. There is, of course, always 
the dreadful possibility of a successful Soviet 
invasion of Western Europe, In which case the 
Ruhr would fall under Soviet control.

‘Germany has been besmirched .., 


Over a tri-zonol radio hook-up some weeks ago Dr. 
Konrad Adenauer, Chancellor of the Bonn Republic, 
bitterly complained to his fellow Germane that thev 
were still distrusted by some of the Allies. Ae though 
he were shaking a warning finger at the Allies, he said 
that this attitude must be corrected because, “Distrust 
never breeds trust on the other side, but only infects 
with distrust again.” 

Dr. Adenauer's complaint should cause surprise among 
tlie Allied High Commissioners, French, British ana 
American alike, for they, of all people, have devoted a 
good part of their energies toward establishing mutual 
understanding and friendship with the former enemy. 
The record is clear on that score. Seldom have the Allied 
High Commissioners failed to concede to Dr. Adenauer 
whatever he has desired. As a matter of fact, the whole 
history of the Allied occupation is one of accommodat¬ 
ing the Germans at every turn, so that today it is no 
longer a case of the Germans waiting on the Allies, but 
rather the Allied High Commissioners anxiously wooing 
the Germans. 

Only recently Sir Ivoue Kirkpatrick, British High 
Commissioner, speaking before the Senate of the City 
of Bremen, pleaded with the Germans to accept part¬ 
nership with the West. To the Germans he said: “We 
con save our Western inheritance. The people of the 
West have the numbers, the resources, the technical 
ability and the courage with which to overcome all 
perils.” Thus Sir Ivone made short shrift of the other 
kind of German—the destroyer of the great cultural 
landmarks of the West. His colleagues, the American 
High Commissioner, John J. McCIoy, and the French 
Iligh Commissioner, Francois Pbncet, are by no means 
playing second fiddle in this race for the hand*of the 
Germans. Surely Dr. Adenauer has no cause for com¬ 
plaint insofar as they are concerned. 

Then why does Dr. Adenauer continually berate the 
West for their mistrust of German intentions? Can it 
be that he believes that the Allied High Commissioners 
do not reflect the sentiments of the overwhelming ma¬ 
jority of the peoples of the West? Can it he that he 
fears that the peoples of the West refuse to be duped 
by German stratagems? 

Certainly a casual reading of the remarks made by 
Germany’s leading politicians, including Dr. Adenauer, 
would give sufficient justification for the peoples of the 
West to continue to keep the Germans at arm’s length. 
Dr. Adenauer, himself, in one of his rare off-moraenta, 
let loose a torrent of abuse which in itself is an answer 
to the reason why the Germans have failed thus far to 
ingratiate themselves with their former victims. Here 
is what he said: “ Germany has been besmirched, in¬ 
sulted and degraded loo long. For five years we have 
been demilitarized and dismantled. For five years we 
have had war crimes trials and the German soldier has 
been maligned and insulted." 

Dr. Adenauer’s outburst is not exceptional among 
German politicians. For example, the German news¬ 
paper, Der Kurier, reported on September 29, 1950, 


part of a statement made by Dr. Secbolun, Adenauer’s 
Minister of Trade. Secbolun demanded that: “The honor 
be restored to the German soldiers.” He demanded an 
end to the defamation of the German Wehrniaclit as 
well ns an end to denazification. Concluding his re¬ 
marks, Seebohm said: "We would regret the shedding 
of one drop of blood for foreign interests." But signifi¬ 
cantly, he added: “ When the fatherland calls, then we 
will know what our duty is." 

In a recent debate on foreign policy which took place 
in the Bonn Parliament, Dr. Adenauer’s “line" was re¬ 
iterated by other leading German politicians. As the 
debate opened up, Dr. Schumacher, the leader of the 
German Social Democrat Party, thundered against the 
Allied occupation and demanded complete equality for 
Germany. "The spirit of unconditional surrender" he 
declared, "is not the spirit which is required for po¬ 
litical and military collaboration with the Western 

C ers." As for Germany's contribution to Western de¬ 
ft, Schumacher said: "We are not an instrument for 
the defense of somebody else. Germany cannot be used 
as a territory to defend other countries. Germany must 
have complete equality in fact. , . .” However, in his 
harangue against the Allies, Schumacher let something 
slip which perhaps was a good thing for those of us 
who want to be at all times up to date on German 
thinking: "We," he boasted, “were alone to fight Com¬ 
munism while the Allies negotiated with the Russians." 
Could this perchance be reference to Hitler’s “glorious 
war for the fatherland?" 

Schumacher’s remarks were seconded by the leaders 
of other German parties in the Bonn Parliament Dr. 
Seelos of the Bavarian Party demanded the end of-the 
war status, demanded abolition of the occupation statute, 
demanded that all the trials of former generals be 
ended, demanded the liberation of all war criminal in¬ 
dustrialists who were still in jail, demanded that the 
honor of the German soldier he restored, demanded 
Germany's admission to the North Atlantic Pact and the 
United Nations, demanded a reduction of the occupation 
costs. Not to be outdone by these demands, other Ger¬ 
man politicians arose and spoke in a similar vein. 

And so the debate went on and] it was more or less 
climaxed by Dr. von Thaddcn, who spoke for the Ger¬ 
man Reichs Party. Von Thadden declared that only 
those states which have clean hands have a right to 
count on the German people. He referred to press state¬ 
ments that former Nazis would not be able to parrici- 
pate in the defense corps. To this he said: “Should 
these former Nazis be included in the army? If not, 
who else? In this case the West German Republic Will 
be hardly in a position to set up any force at alt,” 
Here is a typical collection of German politicians and 
their statements are typical. Yet Dr. Adenauer pretends 
to be hurt by tlia sad fact that the Germans are still 
mistrusted. His sensitivity and that of his colleagues is 
just a thin veneer which covers their contempt for the 
very peoples whom the Allied High Commissioners are 
supposed to represent in Germany. 
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The pro-Gernmn apologist is a curious fellow. He 
speaks to Americans in the English vernacular, but his 
heart belongs to the “Fatherland,” 

Few publications have gone into as much detail as 
PREVENT WORLD WAR 111 in exposing these loyal 
sons of Germany, their publications and their groups. 
Our readers are familiar with our factual exposes of the 
writings and harangues of such characters as E. J. Reich- 
cnberger, Austin J. App, Kurt Mertig and others. It has 
been said that these individuals, for the most part, are 
crackpots whose diatribes against democracy and defiant 
defense of Nazi war crimes ore of little consequence in 
the long run, and that it is best, therefore, to ignore 
their rantings. 

PREVENT WORLD WAR III does not share this 
opinion. It has always maintained that these individuals 
and the groups they represent are real dangers, and a 
policy of ignoring their activities affords them the op¬ 
portunity to dupe scores of patriotic Americans. Many 
of them do not only echo the defunct German-American 
Bund, but they also spread distrust, suspicion and dis¬ 
unity among our people. It is significant, we believe, 
that the very campaigns which the pro-German crowd 
has conducted since the end of the war to place the 
burden of guilt on the Allies and whitewash the Herren- 
volk, are beginning to show marked success. 

Of course, it would be an over-simplification to at¬ 
tribute the growing resurgence of the Germans and the 
Allied capitulation to German demands solely to the 
work of tlie pro-German forces here and elsewhere. Bnl 
nevertheless, many of the things which these pro-Ger¬ 
man groups have, demanded from the very beginning of 
the occupation have been conceded, and one can legiti¬ 
mately ask the question as to the extent to which these 
pro-German groups have influenced American policy 
in Germany. 

In this connection, we are in possession of a document 
which contains a wire sent on December 12, 1950 by 
E. A. Fleckenstein, President of the “Voters Alliance 
for Americans of German Ancestry to the representa¬ 
tives of the German Bonn Government in Washington. 
In this wire Fleckenstein appeals to dm Bonn Govern¬ 
ment to blackmail the defense of Western Europe until 
the Allies admit their “crimes” against the Germans and 
submit to every German demand. 

At this point it is appropriate to mention some basic 
facta concerning the Voters Alliance. Like many so- 
called German-American outfits in the United States, the 
Voters Alliance is fanatically pan-German in its outlook. 
The New York Post Home l Sews in April, 1949, ran a 
series of articles on the Voters Alliance and indicated 
that this organization was considered a successor to 
Fritz Kuhn's defunct American Bund. 

On June 4, 1946, Supreme Court Justice Hammer 
denied the Voters Alliance permission to become a 
membership corporation on the grounds that “the acme 
in connection with the purposes set forth , . . appeared 
provocative of the notion that an attitude was indicated 
to organize for domestic political action persons who 
might be retentful pyer the victory of the United States 


of America over Germany .” 

Among the directors or the Voters Alliance for Ger¬ 
mans of American Ancestry is Eugene Brand. Brand is 
the owner of a newspaper store in New York’s Yorkville 
section, and he is the main distributor, in New York 
City of the hate sheet. The Broom. 

The former President of the Voters Alliance was A. O. 
Tittmann. It is reported that he is now Vice President 
of the Voters Alliance. Tillman is a violent Jew-baiter. 
He has denounced Presidents Roosevelt and Truman 
and has defended the German war criminals. In his 
pamphlet, “The Planned Famine,” he denounced tbn 
internment of German enemy aliens during the war and 
stated: “The whole is an outrageous violation of inter¬ 
national law and human decency and shows into what 
depths of iniquity and depravity the Roosevelt-Truman 
dictatorships have cast the country." (Page 11) 

On page 14 of tliiB pamphlet Tittman wrote: “Since 
Germany was Britain’s principal competitor, Roosevelt, 
the Jewish Pan-Briton, saw to it that Britain was to get 1 
the richest, the industrial part of Germany.” 

In his pamphlet, “The Nuremberg Trial,” he wrote: 
“One might truthfully say that with the end of this 
war the Christian era has also come to an end. All pre¬ 
vious tenets of conduct have been discarded and in their 
place, established the vindictiveness of Mosaic Law. 
Hence, it is not surprising that the idea of ‘trying the 
leaders of the vanquished nations should have stemmed 
from a Jew, Judge Samuel I. Rosenman. . . 

Returning to the Fleckenstein wire, we are quoting 
the following choice statements which will be found 
therein: 

“. . . The long fearless dedication of my organization 
to the cause of an absolute and unconditioned rehab ili- 
tation of Cermany entitles me in this hour of decision 
to call the following facts to the attention of his Ex¬ 
cellency, Chancellor Konrad Adenauer. 

“We urge the German government not to rearm the 
Reich, unless it is granted the right to possess full- 
fledged armed forces, officered by Germans and equipped 
with all kinds of modem weapons, instead of the pro¬ 
posed- police force which could only fight a delaying 
action. ... It is clear to us German Americans that if 
Germany welcomes these Greeks bearing gifts, the Tru- 
man-Acheson-Marshall triumvirate, and accepts their 
proposal to hire out a few Hessians to them, it will lead 
to the certain extinction of Germany. . . . 

”... In view of this dismal background the greatest 
precaution is advisable for the government of his Ex¬ 
cellency, Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, not to fall into 
a trap of the Truman Administration, since very re¬ 
cently Marshall, the co-assassin ol China, has been 
brought into the Truman cabinet as Secretary of Defense 
and adviser. . . . 

“German General von Manstein received a severe 
prison sentence from the western Allies for dealing 
sternly with red guerillas and snipers behind the Ger¬ 
man lines ity Russia.'tmd now, paradoxically, the Ameri¬ 
cans are confronted with the sqme question, as they 
see their own men rurally murdered by Comrrutnist 
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guerillas in Korea. 

"All considered, I want to warn his Excellency that 
any agreement which his government enters into with 
the Truman Administration is at its peril. The German 
P ederal government should, therefore, break off all fur¬ 
ther negotiations concerning the question of rearma¬ 
ment, UNLESS AN IRON-CLAD GUARANTEE FOR 
THE DEFENSE OF ALL WESTERN GERMANY IS 
GIVEN. 

"We also urge your government, as a condition prece¬ 
dent on which to base its dealings on this subject, to 
insist that the United States give certain guarantees be¬ 
forehand to undo the rape of the trans-Oder-Neisse 
lands and that it recognize the validity of the Munich 
agreement of October 1938 and the rights of Sudeten 
Germans and other expellees to their lands. . , . Hence 
it should be your government’s policy, before it con¬ 
tinues to deal with the Allies any further, to force them 
to repudiate for all time their stand at Potsdam. A 
German government which does not seize this oppor¬ 
tunity is guilty of a grave dereliction of duty. 

"We also urge your government to insist on the im¬ 
mediate restoration to Germany of the merchant ships 
stolen by the allies, inasmuch as reparations imposed 
before a peace treaty is concluded are illegal and inas¬ 
much as possession of these ships is necessary to the full 
restoration of Germany's foreign trade. 

"It would be unthinkable for a German government 
to enter into further negotiations with the Truman Ad¬ 
ministration until five latter changes its apparent policy 
of not allowing Americans of German ancestry to be¬ 
come members of the U. S. military government in 
Germany. 

", . . In the White House there still reigns a psycho¬ 
pathic antagonism to everything German. 

"The entire subject of German rearmament and steps 
which are contemplated to be taken in that direction 


are extremely serious for the reason that the Germat 
people is not being consulted in this question any mori 
than it was in the matter of the Occupation Statute, th* 
rape of the Ruhr territory, the Acheson gift of the Saai 
territory to France and many other matters. The Germat 
people, cannot be heard because no real freedom oj 
speech and of the press exists in Germany. This telegram 
represents the prevailing sentiments of Americans oj 
German origin and like so many other statements, this 
telegram wul not be published in the German press 
because of the western allied commissars or because the 
German press will not dare publish these words out of 
fear of these commissars. 

"One of the greatest crimes committed by the Nazi 
regime teas its signing of the unconditional surrender 
agreement. The signing of same has given the color of 
legality to the violence, rape, looting, larceny and mur¬ 
der which all of the allies have visited on the German 
people. . ..” 

It will be Been from the above “gems” from the Fleck- 
ensteiu wire that a so-culled iron-clad guarantee for the 
defense of Western Germany ia tantamount to an Allied 
acceptance of the Germans'' objective to regain the East¬ 
ern territories ceded at Potsdam, and to uphold the 
infamous Munich agreement of October, 1938 in all its 
aspects. This is a tail order, as it would turn the clock 
back to the days of Hitler. It would vindicate everything 
that Hitler stood for and make a mockery of the sacri¬ 
fices of World War H. More than that, it would compel 
the Allies to pull Germany's chestnuts out of the fire 
and would probably lead to war. 

In our opinion, however, the real significance of this 
wire lies in the fact that its'contents, no doubt, bespeak 
the - minds of many of Germany’s leadiug politicians) 
today. They are biding their time until the favorable 
opportunity arises when they can speak ns boldly as 
Mr. Fleckeustein and the “Voters Alliance."

M OST Americans ore now so con¬ 
cerned with the growing menace 
of Communist Russia that they tend 
to forget the serious threat to peace 
and security inherent in a fully inde¬ 
pendent Germany. Yet the German 
question, which has already brought 
two world wars, remains with us, 
though in a new form. If it cannot 
be solved successfully and perma¬ 
nently, it will compound our danger 
and 'may precipitate a third world 
war. 

The German question brought war 
twice because Germany was the most 
powerful nation in Europe; because 
she occupied a strategic central posi¬ 
tion;' because she maintained the 
most efficient and strongest army in 
the world; and because she was com¬ 
mitted to policies of militarism and 
conquest. None of these conditions 
now applies except geographic posi¬ 
tion. But new conditions have arisen 
which make the modem German 
question potentially as dangerous as 
was iho old—conditions which are 
connected directly with the rise and 
expansion of Communist Russia. 

Afore than two generations ago, 
Bismarck made friendship with Im¬ 
perial Russia a central feature of his 
foreign policy. In 1922, the Weimar 
Republic made a deal at Rapallo with 
Communist Russia, which led to Rus¬ 
sian assistance in training the Ger¬ 
man army. In 1939, Hitler made an¬ 
other deal with Communist Russia, 
creating a temporary partnership 
which permitted him to unleash 
World War II. Over the best part of 
a century, regardless of forms of gov¬ 
ernment, the Germans have turned 
periodically to Russia and worked 
with Russia when so doing was to 
their advantage. 

Western Germany now occupies a 
middle position between Russia and 
the Atlantic democracies. The greater 
the- degree of independence which 
the Western Germans gain, the more 
effectively they can take advantage of 
their middle position between the 


West and Russia. At the same time, 
the nationalists among them, rapidly 
growing in influence, will become bet¬ 
ter able to bid for power by advocat¬ 
ing another deal with Russia. 

Russia possesses some exceedingly 
valuable trump cards to use in such 
a diplomatic game. She can offer to 
restore German unity, anticipating 
that her stooges from the Eastern 
zone will eventually gain influence 
over the entire country. She can offer 
the Western Germans guarantees 
against invasion by the Red Army. 
Sne can offer to restore the lost prov¬ 
inces of Germany at the expense of 
Poland. She can even offer the Ger¬ 
mans dominion over most of Western 
Europe if her expansion policies 
prove successful. When the potential 
value of these trump cards are 
weighed, it appears possible, if not 
probable, that the continuance of our 
present policies toward Germany may 
result eventually in the creation of 
a Russo-German alliance which could 
marry Russian manpower to German 
technical skills and productive capac¬ 
ity and immeasurably increase 'the 
war potential at the Kremlin’s com¬ 
mand. 

Row such a disastrous-outcome can 
be prevented by onr present policies 
is not clear. The German leaders have 
made it apparent that even limited 
German forces will be raised for de¬ 
fense only in exchange for greater 
independence. As progress towards 
bucH independence takes place, West¬ 
ern Germany can be kept on our side 
only if she is tied into the Atlantic 
Community by bonds which will en¬ 
dure. Whether or not these can be 
forged by means of diplomacy and 
agreements between governments is 
a 64 dollar question laden with 
atomic explosives. The past record of 
the Atlantic democracies in dealing- 
with an independent Germany by 
diplomatic means gives little basis for 
expecting their continuing succoss un¬ 
der conditions which are incompara¬ 
bly njojre difficult than those which 


existed 20 years ago. 

Certainly there is no hope of pre¬ 
venting a Russo-German partnership 
by the surrender and withdrawal pol¬ 
icy which has been advocated by 
some Americans on the basis of Mr. 
Hoover's broadcast address of De¬ 
cember 20. Such a policy would give 
the Kremlin far more than it lias 
ever asked. Based upon invalid stra¬ 
tegic conclusions, it would amount to 
the most gigantic act of appeasement 
in history. The American people, in 
exchange for a short period of peace, 
would allow the Communists to add 
the industrial plants of Germany and 
all Western Europe to their own, to 
turn onr advance bases into their ad¬ 
vanced bases for atomic attacks on 
our cities, and to create a war capac¬ 
ity which North America could not 
long withstand. As for South Amer¬ 
ica, to consider the militarily weak 
and ideologically vulnerable repub¬ 
lics of the continent as components 
of any kind of “Gibraltar” is to he 
more imaginative than realistic. 

A future Russo-German partner¬ 
ship might in theory be averted by 
the integration of Western Germany 
in a Western European Union. From 
a practical point of view, however, 
this solution of the German question 
contains some dangerous flaws. Since 
the British have made it clear that 
they will not participate in a Euro- 

E ean Union, Western Germany would 
e its most powerful member in in¬ 
dustrial power, productive capacity 
and population. Due to the impor¬ 
tance of these factors under modern 
conditions, such a European Union 
would bo likely soon to become domi¬ 
nated by the Germans. 

A European Union dominated 
even partially by Germans could 
hardly be regarded as a reliable ally 
of the United States in the develop¬ 
ing conflict with Russia. There would 
be no assurance that it would con¬ 
tinue to maintain democratic institu¬ 
tions. There would be no assurance 
that it yypujd not eventually sopk sc- 
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eurity by a deal with Ruuia. 


The flaws in a solution of the Ger¬ 
man question by a Continental Union 
disappear if that solution is broad¬ 
ened to a Union including both Brit¬ 
ain and the United Stales. There 
could be no fear of Genhan domina¬ 
tion of an Atlantic Union since the 
Germans would be dwarfed both in' 
numbers and in productive capacity 
by the peoples of North America 
alone. Neither could there be ony 
fear of another relapse of the Ger¬ 
mans into dictatorship, since their 
free institutions could DC guaranteed 
by the Union. 


This solution would also furnish 
a permanent answer to Germany’s 
economic problems by providing a 
vast and expanding market for Ger¬ 
man products. It would make Ger¬ 
many economically viable and lift 
her off the American taxpayer’s neck. 
It would permanently divert into 
peaceful economic channels the deep- 
seated German urge for expansion. 


At the same time, German prodne- 
live capacity could contribute power¬ 
fully to the economic, political and 
military strength of the Union. It 
would moke the European part of the 
Union better able to bear its sharo 
of the burdens of defense. It would 
become possible to enlist German 
manpower and military skills in 
Union, not German, defense forces. 
And this could be done safely on a 
scale many limes greater than that 
now contemplated by our political 
and military leaders. 

Inclusion of the Western Germans 
in an Atlantic Union, moreover, 
would constitute a major move to¬ 
ward victory in the conflict with 
Communism- This development 
would insure that German unity 
could be found only inside the At¬ 
lantic Union. The Eastern Germans 
would not be slow to see the writing 
on the walL Spurred by the desire 
for unity with the more fortunate 
two-thirds of their fellow-Germans, as 
well os by the contrast between the 
Union's rising living standards and 
their own, their resistance to their 
Communist rulers would build np 
progressively. This situation, how¬ 
ever, could be dangerous only local¬ 
ly, because the men in the Kremlin 
would not risk war with an Atlantic 
Union possessing 80 per cent of the 
world's industrial capacity and most 
of its resources and able to apply its 
vast potentialities by means of a uni¬ 


fied foreign policy and a fully unified 
military policy and defense. 

In the loDg run it would seem 
likely that the resistance of the East¬ 
ern Cermans to Soviet rule would 

S rove successful. Even the Russian 
ictatorship could not then expect to 
maintain its grip indefinitely there 
solely by force. 


The question arises, however, 
whether it wAuld bo practicable to 
include the Western Germans in an 
Atlantic Union. Since it wonld be a 
Union of peoples, not of govern¬ 
ments, and since their inclusion could 
so effectively further the interests of 
both the Germans and the Union’s 
peoples, the answer appeals to be 
“yes." .The Union would be designed 
to expand by inclusion of additional 
peoples who possessed adequate free 
institutions. Considerable progress 
has already been made in establishing 
free institutions in Western Ger¬ 
many, which would border directly 
upon the European part of the Union. 
Taking these factors into account and 
also the urgent need for a solution of 
the problem of Germany, it appears 
likely that the Western Germans 
could be included in an Atlantic 
Union relatively soon after it was 
formed. 


Creation of an Atlantic Union 
would provide not only an adequate 
“situation of strength” but a sturdy 
bulwark of peace based upon an en¬ 
during world predominance of power 
which was destined to increase pro¬ 
gressively through inclusion of addi¬ 
tional free peoples. It would furnish 
also a permanent solution of the dan¬ 
gerous German question which has 
bronght about two world wars and 
may set off a third. But a question 
may be asked at once by those who 
fear that such a war may engulf the 
Atlantic democracies in 1952 or even 
1951. Is there time to achieve peace 
and security by Atlantic Union? 
There are good reasons to believe 
that there still remains time if we do 
not delay the initial steps too long. 


In the first place, an Atlantic 
Union could be established relatively 
quickly under the pressure of crisis 
if it were streamlined for that pur¬ 
pose. Its primary essentials for se¬ 
curity and prevention of war would 
bo unified foreign policy and de¬ 
fense. If these essentials were pro¬ 
vided through a limited political and 
military Union, a more comprehen¬ 
sive ypiqp eop|4 be developed lafey 


when the more complex problems is 
volved in its creation had beej 
solved. Steps already taken by th 
Atlantic democracies toward integral 
ed defense are steps towards militar 
Union. The most urgently necessar 
step to make that defense fully el 
feclive is establishment of one Unio 
Government able to bring the mil 
tary and foreign policy of the Allot 
tic democracies under a fully unifie 
control. 

In the second place, the initii 
steps towards Atlantic Union will g 
far to solidify the Atlantic democri 
cies, give their peoples new faith i 
the future and in victory in the coi 
flict with Communism, contribut 
powerfully to their existing collabor. 
lion and convince the Western Ge 
mans that their hopes of peace ao 
future prosperity depend upon c< 
operation with the western demo 
racies. 

Passage of the Atlantic Unic 
Resolution, backed by one-fourth < 
the Senate and about 70 members i 
the House and're-introdnced into tl 
new Congress in January would ele 
trify free people everywhere and co: 
tribute directly to all these result 
This Resolution requests the Prei 
dent to invite _ Canada, Britai 
France, Belgium, the Netherlands at 
Luxemburg to join with us in sendii 
delegates to a Convention to cxplo 
the possibilities of forming, with 
the framework of the United Natioi 
a free federal Union. The delegati 
representing the principal politic 
parties of these democracies, may i 
vite other democracies from any pi 
of the world to participate in t! 
Convention. 

The meeting of this Conventic 
hailed by free peoples everywhere 
the opening of a new era for mi 
kind and a decisive step towards 
eventual free world, would contribc 
further and much more powerfully 
all these results. And it would set 
likely to decrease at once the gro 
ing threat of another world war, sin 
the rulers of Russia could not fail 
recognise that democracies activi 
engaged in exploring Union wot 
stand together under attack. 

This step alone wonld sweep aw 
much of the fear and lack of cot 
dtnee which' are among the sali< 
weaknesses of the democracies, p 
viding their peoples with a posit 
goal and a broad, new road to 
gttgitunent,

German statesmen and geopoliti- 
cians are aware that a Third Power 
Bloc under German leadership will 
quickly gain freedom of action. Ger¬ 
man industry will gain access to vital 
resources in America, Latin-Americu 
and the Near and Middle East, and 
Germany will gain command over 
700 to flOO million people in the 
world. Such a Third Power Bloc can 
play the East against the West and 
vice versa. 

The Germans believe that during 
the next five to ten years, they 
will gain such tremendous economic 


strength and will make such great 
strides in scientific accomplishments 
that in a not too far distant future 
they will be ready for a knock-out 
blow against the Anglo-Saxon world. 
According to a dispatch by Karl von 
Wiegand, a British General in occu¬ 
pied Germany ventured hia opinion 
as follows; “Given the opportunity 
and necessary credits, Germany, with 
its extraordinary stockpile of brains, 
energy and working capacity would 
within ten years become the most 
modern country in Europe, if not in 
the world.” 

German planners expect a severe 
economic crisis in England and in 
the U. S. A. within the next few years. 
If such an economic slump comes, it 
will have a terrific impact on the 
Anglo-Saxon position in llie world. 
The British Empire will begin to dis¬ 
integrate and the United States will 
be tom to pieces in a turbulent do¬ 
mestic crisis. In such a moment a 
German dominated Third Power Bloc 


might have a chance to make another 
bid for world mastery. 

Germany’s Third Power idea should 
be seriously pondered in Washington 
for it may easily play topsy turvy 
with the whole concept of the con¬ 
tainment policy. The creation of a 
United Europe, dominated by Ger¬ 
many—the most formidable political, 
economic and racial bloc—is an old 
German dream. The United States 
went to war twice within a genera¬ 
tion to stop that Germau venture. 
Now, our policy shapers in Washing¬ 
ton are nell bent on “exercising 
friendly but firm outside pressure” in 
order to create a platform, for which 
the Pan-German master minds have 
been longing for seventy years. If this 
suicidal plan ever materializes it will 
spell the doom not only of a free 
Europe, but of the Anglo-American 
world too. Such an European Union 
would automatically become the step¬ 
ping stone towards German world 
rule.

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Reader* of PREVENT WORLD WAR III know that 
this magazine has never lent itself to the dangerous 
game of wishful thinking on questions pertaining to 
Germany. It has never subscribed to the theory (which, 
incidentally, has become policy) that a few kind words 
plus billions of dollars from American taxpayers would 
■convert the Germans to democratic ideals. Nor has this 
magazine ever succumbed to the belief that the Ger¬ 
mans would rise to the occasion in a crisis and prove 
their dependability as an ally against the rising tide 
of Communism. 

The evidence of Russian-German collaboration in the 
past is too compelling—it cannot—it must not be ig¬ 
nored. For example, the Russian-German pbct signed at 
Rapallo in 1922 was followed by secret cooperation be¬ 
tween the German General Staff and the' Red Army. 
This bond of common interest vis-a-vis the West was a 
precursor to the Nazi-Soviet alliance in August, 1939. 
Yet, throughout those fateful years Western diplomats 
preferred to hear nothing and see nothing. Indeed, there 
was an influential school of thought in tne West which 
pinned its hope on eventual war between Russia and 
Germany. This partly explains, of course, the reason 
why the Germans received generous loans from the 
West to rebuild her war potential. 

But when the terrible drama unfolded in 1940, the 
Germans struck their first devastating blow against the 
West For a while it seemed as though the expensive 
pastime of daydreaming about the reliability of the 
Germans had passed into limbo. This is not the case 
today. Once again eminent statesmen and diplomats talk 
about the Germans as the great bulwark of democracy. 
Yet an increasing number of facts are available to them 
which show that “their" great “bulwark” may turn out 
to be a gigantic booby-trap. 

Since the end of the war PREVENT WORLD WAR 
III has repeatedly published reliable data showing how, 
in spite of public assurances to. the contrary, the West 
Germans are flirting with the East. In the last, issue of 
the magazine (No. 36), we printed a full length study 
by Dr. Jean Pajus, which cited ample documentary 
evidence proving that the barons of the Ruhr were do¬ 
ing a lively business with the countries behind the Iron 
Curtain. Nor is this an isolated case. On the contrary, 
there is a developing cooperation between the Western 
Germans and the East in many other fields including, 
significantly enough, the military. In view of the current 
campaign to rearm the Germans for the soke of Western 
democracy, this seems to be an appropriate moment to 
report some new facts concerning the growing tieups 
between German militarists in the West and tne Rus¬ 
sian bloc. 

Under the title “Germany Looks to the East,” the 
Sepieraber-Ociober 1949 issue of PREVENT WORLD 
WAR HI published excerpts from a sensational docu¬ 
ment bearing the initials of the Chief of the High Com¬ 
mand of Hitler’s Wehrmacht, Field Marshal Keitel, and 
of Grand Admiral Doenitz. Parenthetically, it is inter¬ 
esting to note that a group of Doenitz’ naval colleagues 
are now pressuring for his release from prison though 


he had been convicted as a war criminal at Nuremberg. 
This memorandum was written in 1945, a few weeks be¬ 
fore Germany’s surrender. It was entitled: “The Over¬ 
coming of the Catastrophe" and sought to find ways and 
means of preserving and revitalizing Germany’s power. 
The conclusion of the document read as follows: 

“A colossal bloc of tvorId-dominating greatness, eco¬ 
nomic power, energy, and numbers of population would 
be created from ocean to ocean. 

“Not only would the danger of future tears for genera¬ 
tions be eliminated from Europe but also from the 
double continent of Eurasia. 

“The two great peoples, the Russians and the Ger¬ 
mans, have extraordinary possibilities for development 
without collision of their interests. 

“The chief emphasis in this bloc will shift more and 
more to the racially superior, intellectually more active 
and more energetic (people), that means to Europe. 

“Thus, would be formed an alliance between the 
young Socialist forces against the old rotten entrenched 
powers of the West” 

This plan of a Russian-German alliance has tinned 
out to be more than a paper scheme. It has active sup¬ 
porters in West Germany, among which are powerful 
groups of officers of the so-called Bruderschaft. Wc have 
already published a documentary expose disclosing the 
character and purposes of the Bruderschaft (See issue 
No. 35, PREVENT WORLD WAR IIL) Wc revealed 
the fact that at the first meeting of the Bruderschaft 
on February 11, 1950 a secret memorandum outlining 
the program of the Bruderschaft, stated in part: “The 
goal of the Bruderschaft is the union of the peoples of 
Europe between the Atlantic and the Urals with the 
Reich of all Germans in its ethnographic and historic 
border* as an organic part." 

Thus the idea of linking the Germans and the Rus¬ 
sians into a solid mass is a fundamental objective of the 
Bruderschaft New light on the activities of the Bruder¬ 
schaft has recently appeared in L’Aube, the most promi¬ 
nent Catholic newspaper iu France, which expresses the 
views of one of France’s leading political parties, the 
MRP. L’Aube confirms earlier evidence which under¬ 
scores the fact that the leadership of the Bruderschaft 
is ruthless and cunning. 

Among the leaders of the Bruderschaft is Kurt Man- 
leuffel, former Commander of the Greater Germany 
Division. In this connection, Melvin J. Laaky, writing 
in the New Leader of November 6, 1950, states that 
Manteuffel “was Hitler's favorite military adviser to 
the end.” 

Besides Manteuffel the leadership of the Bruderschaft 
consists of: Major Beck-Broichsitter, a former Chief of 
the SS Division, “Gross Deutschland,” Dr. Franke- 
Greicksch, who was a close friend and assistant to one 
of Nazism’s early leaders, Gregor Strasser, and one Dr. 
Achenhach, representing powerful industrial interests. 

According to L’Aube, Franke-Grcicksch is considered 
to be one of the main advocates of a closer collabora¬ 
tion with the Soviets. He is convinced that only on the 
basis of a firm understanding between Germany and 
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Russia can tbc Fourth Reich become a power in Europe 
again. In the month of July, 1950, Franke-Greicksch 
declared at Frankfurt: “I have succeeded in entering 
into good relations with the Soviets.” Shortly thereafter, 
Franke-Greicksch followed up his words with deeds. 
He went to Munich and from there to Prague where he 
had extensive conversations with administrative officers 
of the Eastern zone and generals of the so-called Peo¬ 
ple’s Police, as well as with Russian diplomats. 

Prior to his trip to Prague, Greicksch had a long 
conversation with General Vincenz Muller, Chief of the 
General Staff of the People’s Police of Eastern Ger¬ 
many. L’Aube discloses that at the conclusion of their 
discussions, they reached an agreement under the terms 
of which all former German officers who cannot be 
laced in the West German army, to be created, would 
e accepted by the Eastern People’s Police in the 
Soviet zone. It was also agreed that the Bruderschaft 
would undertake to organize pura-military organizations 
among the Volksdeutsche refugees in the Western zones. 
These para-military formations, according to L’Aube, 
would be used to harass the Western Allies in the event 
of a new war in Europe.- 

L’Aube further states that there is evidence indicat¬ 
ing that the Bruderschaft is supported by the Soviet 
Government Both Greicksch and Muller agreed that the 
Bruderschaft must work on the cIobcsi terms with the 
Soviet sponsored National Front of Germany. This is in 
keeping with the oath formulated by the Bruderschaft 
which all German officers must take when and if they 
join a West German army: “l pledge Co work for the re¬ 
establishment of Germany’s unity with the weapons in 
my possession, and in case of necessity, by force.” 

Leo Lania, writing in a recent issue of United Nations 
World, reported the following statement by Franke- 
Greicksch on a Russian-German alliance: “The Latins 
and Anglo-Saxons after the French Revolution ceased 
to mold European history. The Slavs and the Germans 
are destined to create a new revolutionary order. The 
Prussian Eagle and the Russian Bear are the symbols 
of a new Europe. Dialectical materialism in its modern 
form is a synthesis of idealism (German) and material¬ 
ism (Russian).” This statement seems to confirm 
L’Aube’s contention that the real philosophy of the 


Bruderschaft bends toward some sort of National Bol¬ 
shevism. It is interesting to note that in his article on 
German militarists,' Mr. Lania states that extremist 
rightist parties headed by several neo-Nazis such as the 
notorious Major General Otto Renter, Fritz Doris of the 
Socialist Reiclis Party, and Alfred Loritz, "the new 
Hitler,” arc not only enthusiastic supporters of the 
Bruderschait, but “they agree more with the East than 
with the Western orientation.” 

Some writers contend that while Kranke-Grcicksch is 
an ardent exponent of a Russian-German tieup, there 
arc other powerful leaders in the Bruderschaft who seek 
a Western orientation. This remains to be seen. True, 
Franke-Greicksch is more outspoken, but even Beck- 
Broichsitter, who is alleged to be of the Western school, 
has been reported toying with the idea of closer rela¬ 
tions with the East. 

According to L’Aube, even the Russians suspect the 
Bruderschaft’s intentions. Thus, to avoid any “mishaps," 
the Soviets have selected a certain Captain Boldt, for¬ 
mer Aide to General Guderian, to oversee the activities 
of the leading figures of the Bruderschaft.

In this strategic position, 
Boldt plays an important role in the expansion of the 
activities of the Bruderschaft and seems to have at his 
disposal considerable funds to expedite his work. 

Unfortunately, the exposes of L’Aube are unknown to 
most Americans, who have been given to understand 
that of all the peoples of, the West, the Germane are 
the most dependable and the most resourceful. We have 
no doubt that as time goes on more light will be shed 
on the roots of Russian-German collaboration, and how 
deep they go.

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PART II 

The Robert Botch Combine and General Arthur Wilson 

Ab purl of iu educational activities, the Society for the Prevcution of World War III ha> held conferences with 
former dccarielixaiion employees and has made a study of their findings, most of which have been published in 
books and rougotine article*. The article following represent* the collective viewpoint mid expression of these experts. 


The spectre of a militaristic, re- 
Nazified and *anti-dcmocratic Ger¬ 
many is again making its appearance. 
Former Nazi industrialists now oc¬ 
cupy the leading positions in industry 
and in the political and economic ad¬ 
ministration of the Bonn government. 
Rightist parties are expanding their 
influence among the populace. Ger¬ 
man cartels are being reconstituted. 
These are facts of great portent to 
everyone who remembers Germany's 
potential capacity to wage war, her 
unceasing efforts to become and re¬ 
main the dominant power in Europe. 

What contributed to these new de¬ 
velopments? Certainly, one factor 
. was the failure of American Military 
Government to carry out the decartel¬ 
ization program for Germany which 
-originally constituted a fundamental 
objective of American occupation 
policy for Germany. This failure 
operted the way for a return of the 
old Nazi forces; it strengthened their 
hand vis-a-vis the democratic nations, 
and it has enabled them to conduct 
a policy of blackmail of the. democ¬ 
racies for economic and political con¬ 
cessions in return for their “support” 
of the West against the East. The ap¬ 
proval of a Franco-German steel pool 
must be paid for, in the eyes of the 
resurgent German Nazi industrialists, 
by permitting them to make Ger¬ 
many the major industrial power in 
Europe. Can we afford to pay such a 
price? 

How the failure of the decarteliza¬ 
tion policy in' Germany contributed 
to these developments will be illus¬ 
trated by the fiasco of the efforts to 
deconcentrate the biggest automotive 
equipment combine in Germany— 
Bosch. The Bosch combine was not 
only the biggest monopoly in its field 
and therefore an excessive concentra¬ 
tion of economic power, but it was 
also a company which had devotedly 
contributed to the building up of the 
Nazi war machine. It had utilized its 
facilities and foreign affiliates to con¬ 
duct espionage in the interests of the 


German government. Its espionage in 
the United States during the first 
world war, and its activities on be¬ 
half of the Nazi regime prior to U. S. 
entry into the second world war, are 
a matter of record. 

In March, 1948, General Clay or¬ 
dered the Decartclization Branch to 
cease all action against Germany’s 
major combines, witn the possible ex¬ 
ception of Bosch, which became the 
only major industrial combine against 
which the staff of Decartelization 
Branch was permitted to prepare an 
order for dcconcentruting its ex¬ 
cessive economic power. Yet, al¬ 
though Gay gave his reluctant assent 
to the action against Bosch, the De- 
cartelization Branch had arrayed 
against it a coalition of forces within 
Military Government and outside of 
it, which rushed to the defense of 
Bosch and made every effort to nul¬ 
lify any effective execution of an or¬ 
der against Bosch. These individuals 
included the head of Decartelization 
Branch, Richardson Bronson, and the 
top economic advisers of General 
Clay, Wilkinson and Hawkins. They 
also included Leland Spencer, chief 
of the Bipartite Industry and Com¬ 
merce Committee. 

Bosch, located in Stuttgart, had the 
support of George Erion, chief of the 
economic division, who fed Bosch in¬ 
formation on the planned deconcen¬ 
tration order. General Wilson, whose 
connections in the United States and 
Germany came from the highest lev¬ 
els, also played a most prominent 
part in restoring Bosch's international 
position. With all these forces operat¬ 
ing to upset the proposed order 
against Bosch, it was a foregone con¬ 
clusion that the endeavors of the De¬ 
cartelization Branch were doomed to 
failure. How this took place and who 
was responsible will be shown' in the 
following paragraphs. 

I. The Bosch Combine as an Excessive ' 

Concentration of Economic Power 

Under Military Government Law 


56, passed in 1947, together with 
amendments aud regulations, it was 
the mandatory obligation of* Military 
Government, throngh its Decortelizn- 
tion Branch, to carry out deconcen¬ 
tration of German enterprises and 
combines or monopolies which con¬ 
stituted an excessive concentration of 
economic power. The Bosch combine 
not only conformed with this defini¬ 
tion but it had made tremendous con¬ 
tributions to the expansion of the 
Nazi war machine and the building 
up of the Nazi war potential. The 
Bosch combine, iu every sense of the 
word, was an enterprise the decon¬ 
centration of which was in accord¬ 
ance with U. S. policy directives on 
denazification, demilitarization and 
decartelization. The Bosch qambine, 
domestically and in foreigu countries, 
was an essential element in the war 
plans of the German government in 
the first world war and of the Nazis 
in the second world war. In both 
wars, Bosch interests in the United 
States had been seized by the Alien 
Property Custodian Office. 

The core of the Bosch combine is 
its three plants .located in Stuttgart 
and its environs, in the American 
zone of occupation. These plant)} pro¬ 
duced finished products as well as as¬ 
sembled parts manufactured in vari¬ 
ous Bosch subsidiaries. In these 
lants, also, all research and scientific 
evelopments were concentrated. The 
Bosch parent company kept a tight 
hold on all technical advances, and its 
research work, as was tho case of all 
German .combines, was highly cen¬ 
tralized. 

Bosch owned, in addition, 11 other 
companies, a controlling interest in 
4 companies and minority participa¬ 
tions in 5 other firms. Bosch directors 
occupied a total of 38 directorships 
in other industrial and banking en¬ 
terprises. • 

Bosch’s patent holdings were'an 
important " weapon in subduing its 
competitors. Bosch owned approxi- 
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mutely 1,100 German patents and 
4,000 foreign patents in addition to 7 
or 8 hundred trade marks. This own¬ 
ership of essential patents and trade 
marks provided the wily and shrewd 
officials of Bosch with the means for 
removing undesirable competitors 
and for restraining international 
trade in those areas where Bosch in¬ 
fluence was strong. One of the de¬ 
vices in connection with patents was 
the Bosch system of licensing, under 
which Bosch could dictate prices and 
conditions of sale. The Bosch cartel 
policy is well expressed by a letter of 
the Bosck director, E. C. Rasabaeh, to 
its American affiliate, dated October 
13, 1933: 

. . our attitude is not one of an¬ 
tagonism to your interest, but follows 
the lines of a well defined policy 
which is applied to all comers. We 
do not oppose your patents because 
they are your patents, but toe oppose 
alt patents which, of any origin what¬ 
soever, can affect our interest, unless 
we are conceded an inside position. 
In other words we will always oppose 
the erection of fences by anybody 
on our possible territory, unless we 
can get inside of the fence, and in 
that ease we will render every assist¬ 
ance to make it as high as possible.” 

While the historical evidence on 
the ruthlessnees with which Bosch 
carried out its monopolistic and car¬ 


**. . . Dr. Schumacher has declared that Ger¬ 
many has suffered much more in. the last war 
than other countries, so should bo spared In tho 
next; that Germans must not contribute to West¬ 
ern defense until the Western powers can un¬ 
dertake to win the first battle on tho Vistula;

of the Bosch family, felt compelled 
to write a post-war biography of old 
man Bosch, endeavoring to'exculpate 
him from the verdict of history. In 
this biography, numerous copies of 
which were appropriately dispatched 
to the Decartelization Branch, Bosch 
is pictured as a devoted and unswerv¬ 
ing anti-Nazi, a life-long democrat 
and, above all, a friend of the United 
States (see the following section on 
this category of affection). The com¬ 
pany was depicted as passionately de¬ 
voted to free enterprise, and it was 
alleged that whatever steps Boach un¬ 
dertook in the direction of amalga¬ 
mation (the word “cartel” was never 
used) were really in the best inter¬ 
ests of the company about to be amal¬ 
gamated. Wliorever Bosch swallowed 
up another company, it was done only 
in the interests of providing Bosch 
workers with steady employment. No¬ 
where does Theodore Ileuas speak of 
the medals bestowed upon Bosch by 
tile Nazi regime, nor, for that matter, 
about the activities of Bosch in the 
United States. 

Compare this with the statement 
made on October 17, 1941, by the 
Nazi Minister of Economics, Funk ■ 
(hanged at Nuremberg as war crimi¬ 
nal) when he bestowed the highest 
Nazi award to the father of the Ger-- 
nian steel cartel,- Dr. E. Poensgeu. 
“On my suggestion, the Fuehrer •

tel policies is conclusive, it is an in¬ 
teresting contribution to the post-war 
mentality of former Nazi industrial¬ 
ists that the Bosch officials officially 
and unofficially proclaimed their in¬ 
nocence of all charges of unfair trade 
practices, or of any anti-democratic 
action, or anything except the purest 
motives to serve their customers and 
to further the welfare of its workers. 
Bosch officials went so far, indeed, as 
to claim that their activities increased 
competition. 

The truth, of course, is the very 
opposite. De.cartclization Branch ana¬ 
lysts were able to show that Bosch 
used every financial and technical 
contrivance ever invented to elimi¬ 
nate, or paralyze, the competitors of 
the company. These devices included 
buying secretly into selected compa¬ 
nies, exerting pressure through the 
banks on which Bosch directors sat, 
refusing to license its patents to firms 
which refused to toe the line, charg¬ 
ing exorbitant royalty fees to drive 
competitors into bankruptcy, or 
where necessary, start price wars. Dur¬ 
ing the last war, Bosch, in addition to 
being the recipient of many Nazi 
honors for itB contribution to> the 
German war effort, also employed 
many slave workers. 

No wonder then that Theodore 
fleusa, venerable president of the 
Bonn republic and life-long friend 
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fled Paris, Paris) 
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awarded you. Or. Poenegen, the rare 
diHtinction of the Eagle Shield of die 
German Reich. This distinction 
brings yon into the same rank as men 
like Robert Bosch, Karl Duisburg, 
Emil Kirdorff, Krupp von Bohlen 
und Halbach." 

The international strength of Boech 
was derived from its ownership or 
control of 45 foreign affiliates. 
Through these affiliates, Bosch was 
able to fix the prices of its products 
in world markets. Some of diese com¬ 
panies in turn owned subsidiaries on 
which Boseh could exercise influence 
through cartel agreements. Bosch’s in¬ 
ternational connectious were useful 
’ for conducting espionage in the inter¬ 
ests of the German government. 

As a major producer of Diesel en¬ 
gine components and fuel injection 
equipment, its economic power ex¬ 
tended far beyond the limits Of its 
own sphere of distribution and sales. 
'Diesel and gasoline engine producers, 
automobile manufacturers and radio 
and television producers were to a 
greater or lesser degree dependent on 
Bosch for essential components. Bosch 
was able, therefore, to exert broad 
influence on a large, segment of the 
total German economy. 

At the beginning of World War 
II, there were no serious threats to 
Bosch’s dominant position in the pro¬ 
duction of automotive equipment. 
The biggest German company in this 
field, the Eisemann firm, nad already 
been swallowed up as early as 1923, 
although this deal was not made pub¬ 
lic until 1937. By 1939 Bosch had 
considerably expanded his activities 
into other fields including the manu¬ 
facture of television sets, refrigera¬ 
tors, movie projectors and radios. 

Bosch’s productive capacity in the 
post-war period was not materially 
affected by military action. Although 
the Stuttgart plants suffered some¬ 
what from bombing (the damage be- 
'/ ing exaggerated by Bosch officials), 
its subsidiaries remained largely un¬ 
touched. Decartelization Branch in¬ 
vestigators found that in relation to 
over-all German production, Bosch 
accounted for 75% of all generators, 
starters and ignition units; 65% of 
ignition distributors and contact 
breakers; 50% of coils for gasoline 
engines; 60% of electrical equipment 
for motorcycles; 70% of magnetos for 
stationary engines; 60% of forced 
feed lubricators; 60% of fuel injec¬ 
tion pumps and accessories; and even 
40% of all radio sets notwithstanding 
the relatively large number of radio 


set manufacturers. It also produced 
lesser amounts of other items of auto¬ 
motive and engine equipment. 

There is reason to believe, ’ more¬ 
over, that the above figures are un¬ 
derstated. A .'ormer director of Bosch 
stated in conversations with Decartel¬ 
ization investigators that the percent¬ 
age of total German production of 
some items of automotive equipment 
was as high as 90%. 

II. Bosch E-pionage Activities in the 
united States 

Robert Bosch, Stuttgart, founded 
his American affiliate in the United 
States in 1906. All of the directors of 
the American company were German 
nationals, but a majority of the stock 
in the new company was personally 
held by Robert Bosch. 

The Bosch Magneto Company was 
very successful and in a few years 
after its incorporation it had already 
managed to purchase the controlling 
interest in a number of American 
companies in allied lines of produc¬ 
tion. Among the companies in which 
BoBch acquired a controlling interest, 
was the American branch of Bosch's 
biggest German competitor, the Eise¬ 
mann firm. 

I'W Bosch interests in the United 
States were transformed into an im¬ 
portant center of German espionage 
in the U. S. At the outbreak of the 
first world war, Bosch productive ca- 

f iacity for ignition equipment was 
arge enough to eutisfy the entire de¬ 
mand in the U. S. The Allies fighting 
Germany were desperately in need of 
this equipment. The Bosch interests 
in the U. S. were thus in a strategic 
position to sabotage the war efforts 
of the Allies. Bosch activities were 
directly under the supervision of 
Germany’s top spy in the United 
States, Captain Bov-Ed, military at¬ 
tache to the German embassy. It was 
Boy-Ed who issued instructions to the 
directors of Bosch in the U. S. on the 
proper policies to be pursued on be¬ 
half of Germany’s war effort. In a 
letter to Boy-Ed, Otto Heins, a direc¬ 
tor of Bosch, informed the former 
that the efforts of American Bosch 
company to prevent the Allies from 
obtaining essential war equipment 
were proving successful. Wrote Heins: 

“Proceeding on the principle that 
interest in business profit was to be 
put wholly in the background and in¬ 
terest in defense of the cotuitry was 
singly and alone to be followed, the 
part of the business policy I was to 
take presented itself — everything 
must be tried to make difficult and 


slow in every way the acquirement 
by the enemy of the necessary special 
apparatus before referred to and to 
do this partly by seeing that the spe¬ 
cial war apparatus was not delivered 
by us and partly by the delivery of 
normal trade apparatus making the 
enemy believe that they could cover 
their requirements through us and 
would not hasten the production of 
special war apparatus themselves.... 

Heins went on to say that his ef¬ 
forts at sabotage were proving highly 
successful and that the Allies were 
experiencing great difficulties in pro¬ 
ducing the equipment which Bosch 
had promised ta deliver, but failed 
to do so. 

With American entry into the war 
in 1917, the espionage activities of 
the Bosch company were stopped. « 
Hie American company was swathed, 
through various financial cloaking de¬ 
vices, in the garment of financial re¬ 
spectability. Notwithstanding these 
actions, American Bosch was seized as 
an enemy firm by the Alien Property 
Custodian and the Department of Jus¬ 
tice proved, after an investigation, 
that tne various cloaking devices and 
transfer of ownership to American 
hands, did not actually affect the 
ownership of the company, since Rob¬ 
ert Boscli, Stuttgart, remained the 
real owner of his U. S. interests 
through the physical retention of the 
stock certificates. Up to that time, the 
German company and Robert Bosch, 
in particular, had withdrawn huge 
sums in payment as salary, royalties 
on patents and licensing fees. The 
financial cloaking devices were also 
useful, notwithstanding seizure, in or¬ 
der to facilitate the eventual return¬ 
ing of the ownership of American 
Bosch interests to the Germans after 
the cessation of the war. Although 
American Boech went through a num¬ 
ber of reorganizations, the company 
was again in a position to serve its 
German 'masters, which they did with 
no less vigor after the war than be¬ 
fore. 

With the advent of the Nazis to 
power, the espionage activities were 
intensified and expanded to include 
economic warfare. The Boech com¬ 
bine became a willing and important 
link of Nazi plans for world domina¬ 
tion. Its international policies were 
subordinated to the Nazi program for 
rebuilding the German war machine. 

The cooperation of Bosch with the 
Nazis was expressly stated in a letter 
by E. C. Rassbach, German director 
of Bosch, shortly after the Nazi ac- 
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cession to power. In this letter Rass- 
bach wrote: 

“. . . . all forces of administrative 
endeavor, such as the different car* 
tela, etc., are to be brought into one 
definite line of endeavor coinciding, 
of course, with the policy of the rul¬ 
ing party. . . 

This policy directive was fuitlifully 
observed bv the American Bosch 
company. Thus, prior to the last war, 
American Bosch impeded the nation¬ 
al defense efforts of the U. S. Ameri¬ 
can affiliates of Bosch also succeeded, 
prior to World War II, in obtaining 
specifications on certain Army and 
Navy developments in the field of 
radar and short wave transmission. 
American Bosch also obtained engi¬ 
neering data on American producers 
in the field of fuel injection and ig¬ 
nition equipment for transmission to 
the Nasi government. . American 
Bosch officials were ordered to retard 
or refuse to sell equipment to coun¬ 
tries at war with Germany. Bosch also 
fixed royalty fees on its patents at 
such a level that the development of 
Diesel engines in the U. S. was re¬ 
tarded. It became necessary, in the 
interest of national defense, to ob¬ 
tain a court decree against Bosch 
nullifying certain agreements between 
American Bosch and the German 
company and forcing American Bosch 
to provide its patents on a royalty 
free basis. In the course of this ac¬ 
tion, the American Bosch Corpora¬ 
tion was fined 150,000. 

In 1942, American Bosch Corpora¬ 
tion was for the second time seized 
by the Alien Property Custodian, but 
who knowB if cloaking devices will 
not again lead to a restoration of the 
company to the parent concern' at 
some time in the future? 

At any rate, it is clear that the in¬ 
ternational activities of Bosch have 
been extremely inimical to the inter¬ 
ests of the U. S. Can the effort by 
Military Government to restore Bosch 
to its former position of power he 
considered n contribution to democ¬ 
racy or a patriotic endeavor? 

III. The Bosch “Deeoncentration” Fiasco 
From the foregoing, it was clear 
that Bosch ranked high on the list 
of major German industrial combines 
against which decortclization and de- 
concentration action was imperative. 

Members of the Decartelization 
staff were occupied for a considerable 
period of time in gathering and ana¬ 
lyzing the data on Bosch’s internal 
and foreign economic }y>wer. By Feb¬ 


ruary, 1948, two drafts of an order 
directing Bosch to comply with the 
findings of the Decartelization staff 
hud been prepared and submitted to 
Richardson Bronson, chief of Decar¬ 
telization. I See his profile in our issue 
No. 36.) Bronson tabled these drafts 
and neither he nor General Clay's top 
economic advisers gave any hint as 
to whether the orders would be 
served on Bosch, or whether any ac- 
tiou whatever was contemplated to 
implement them. 

Then, in March, 1948, Bronson 
held the well-known staff meeting at 
which he informed all the members 
of the staff that General Clay hud or¬ 
dered all action against the major 
German combines to stop. Hence¬ 
forth, only consumer industries would 
he subject to deconcentration and 
then only in accord with the so-called 
“rule of reason" which General Clay 
substituted for the mandatory pro¬ 
visions of Law 56. 

In the beginning, Decartelization 
staff members working on the Bosch 
order were not aware of the combi¬ 
nation of forces set in motion to 
thwart their loyal endeavors to carry 
out U. S. policy. They were not aware 
that a General Wilson had already 
undertaken various steps to under¬ 
mine the Decartelization Branch and 
that Bosch officials were being ad¬ 
vised by their friends in Military 
Government. 

On the other hand, a deconcentra¬ 
tion order against Bosch, to be effec¬ 
tive, would have to include specific 
measures of implementation, meas¬ 
ures which should provide for the 
severance of Eieemann, Bosch's major 
competitor prior to 1923, before it 
was absorbed by Bosch. 

The order would also have to break 
Bosch’s hold on his future'competi¬ 
tors by removing his control over pat¬ 
ents and licenses so that it could not 
again swallow the divested companies. 
In addition, it was essential to break 
up Bosch’s international cartel agree¬ 
ments. 

Decartelization lawyers, after ex¬ 
amining Bosch’s international connec¬ 
tions, found that the combine could 
escape the controls set up by the Al¬ 
lied Control Council on German and 
Nazi external assets through the va¬ 
rious loopholes and financial cloaking 
devices which Bosch employed to 
conceal its foreign ownership rights. 

On direct instructions of Bronson, 
the provision against severing Eise- 
mann was thrown out, as well as ref¬ 
erence to Bosch’s ownership of inter¬ 


national companies which did not fall 
nndcr specific prohibitions of Mili¬ 
tary Government laws. Moreover, 
Bronson instructed the drafters of the 
order to water down the section on 
patents and licenses in accordance 
with the wishes of Hawkins. 

In the judgment of the experts on 
the staff such a change in the original 
deeoncentration order would nullify 
any genuine action against the com¬ 
bine, now that Bronson had ordered 
all the essential sections of the draft 
changed or thrown out. Among tile 
most important was the section sever¬ 
ing Eisemann from the parent com¬ 
pany. Bosch was permitted to retain 
this firm. The loopholes which the 
lawyers for Decartelization had plug¬ 
ged up in the sphere of Bosch s in¬ 
ternational connections were thrown 
out of the original draft, thus leaving 
Bosch free to re-acquire or re-estab¬ 
lish its international position. Last, 
bnt not least, the section on licenses 
and patents was watered down in ac¬ 
cordance with direct instructions of 
Philip Hawkins. 

When the new draft finally 
emerged, it became apparent to the 
staff that the action against Bosch 
was meaningless, since the fundamen¬ 
tal purpose of the deconcentration or¬ 
der nullified the specific prohibitions 
of the original draft. Moreover, un¬ 
der complicated machinery set up by 
Clay’s lieutenants, a German com¬ 
pany could employ a variety of ap¬ 
peals procedures to delay final action 
for a long time. 

The order by Bronson to revise the 
Bosch directive, the long delays in 
approving the revised order, the ma¬ 
neuver employed by Bronson of shift¬ 
ing the work on Bosch from one 
member of the staff to another and 
then ljack again, all had their telling 
effects. One year after the original 
drafts on Bosch had been prepared, 
in March, 1949, Bronson Btalea that 
the “finalized" version of the Bosch 
order was now ready and would be 
forwarded to Bipartite Decnrtelizu- 
tion Board for consideration. From 
here on, action against Bosch passes 
into the Umbo of dead silence, since 
no trace whatever appears as to what 
happened to this order subsequently. 

IV. Bosch Friends in High Place*— 
General Wilson 

While the Decartelization Branch 
was preparing its order against 
Bosch, company officials were not 
laggard in defending their interests. 
They established close relationships 
with such people as George Erion, 
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economic* chief of the Military Gov¬ 
ernment in Stuttgart. Through Erion, 
the Bosch people were able to learn 
the detail* of the order planned 
against them. They were also inti¬ 
mately associated with Leland Spen¬ 
cer, chief of the Bipartite Industry 
and Commerce Group. Spencer, an 
influential person in the determina¬ 
tion of the steps taken by Military 
Government to revive German indus¬ 
try, declared that the Bosch directive 
would have to pas* through his hands 
before it would be approved. 

Spencer was in touch with U. S. 
businessmen who gathered material 
for use by the pro-Bosch officials in 
Military Government to defeat the de¬ 
cartelization program and in particu¬ 
lar to water down and emasculate the 
BoSch order. Among the statements 

S thcrcd, for instance, was one from 
larles E. Wilson, former chairman 
of General Electric, opposing action 
aguinst Bosch as detrimental to Ger¬ 
man industrial recovery. This material, 
gathered by Kenneth L. Meyers in the 
U. S., wag forwarded to George Erion, 
Wurttemberg-Badcn economics chief, 
and thus became available to Bosch 
for use in prosecuting its case before 
the various appeal boards. Other in¬ 
dividuals on Dehalf of Bosch includ¬ 
ed Major General Hayes, Deputv 
Military Governor, who “inquired 1 ’ 
into the nature of the impending ac¬ 
tion against Bosch and lent encour¬ 


agement to those who were engaged 
in whittling down the Bosch direc¬ 
tive. Among the most important of 
these individuals was an ex-general 
of the U. S. Army, Arthur Wilson. 

As early as 1947, Wilson undertook, 
an offensive against the decarteliza¬ 
tion program and the Bosch order. 
Ex-General Wilson, a private individ¬ 
ual, and in no way associated with 
the Military Government, received the 
support for his activities from every 
Military Government official opposing 
the Decartelization Branch. They in¬ 
cluded tho already well known Bron¬ 
son, Hawkins, Wilkinson, Spencer 
and others, as well bb officials in JEIA 
(Joint Export-Import Agency) such 
as George Santry, John French and 
other top officers of that agency. 

Wilson’s actions in the interest of 
Bosch deserve the closest scrutiny. 
General Wilson had met Bronson 
while the latter was in the service. 
He came to Germany on hie own, 
armed with an introduction to Gen¬ 
eral Clay. Although Wilson did not 
talk to Clay about Bosch directly, he 
nevertheless voiced his opposition to 
the entiro decartelization program. 
He stated that his efforU on behalf 
of Bosch had the full support of all 
of Clay’s top lieutenants, hut did not 
indicate whether General Clay, him¬ 
self, had directly encouraged his 
efforts. 

Wilson was vitriolic against the 


staff of the Decartelization branch. 
He denounced their efforts to decon¬ 
centrate German industry as a reflec¬ 
tion of their belief in die “Morgen- 
thau Plan.” He argued that Bosch 
had already been deconcent rated as 
a result of war action. He disputed 
the findings of the Decartelization 
staff on the cartel and monopoly po¬ 
sition of Bosch within Germany and 
justified exclusive trade and distribu¬ 
tion practices in the name of effi¬ 
ciency and normal business practice. 
He demanded that the order against 
Bosch be rescinded and that the com¬ 
pany be permitted to remain intact 
in the Western zones with all of its 
subsidiaries. He declared that Ameri¬ 
can taxpayers would be burdened if 
action against Bosch took place and 
stated that even the Bosch employees 
would suffer a decline in their stand¬ 
ard of livihg* In all of these argu¬ 
ments, Wilson was echoing the Boscli 
position which Bosch officials had 
prepared in their reply to the order 
to comply with the already emascu¬ 
lated directive signed by Bronson. 

However, Wilson’s intervention in 
the affairs of Bosch was not the result 
of his deep concern for the American 
taxpayer. As a matter of fact, as early 
as April, 1947, Wilson had entered 
into business negotiations with the 
Bosch firm for the exclusive distribu¬ 
tion of Bosch products throughout 
the entire world. The nature of the

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contract between Wilson and associ¬ 
ates and the Bosch combine will be 
examined in the following section. It 
is necessary, however, to look at the 
various intermediary steps under¬ 
taken by Wilson prior to the final 
signing of the Bosch deconcentration 
order, to grasp the full importance of 
Wilson's activities on behalf of the 
Bosch cartel. 

General Wilson engaged^in numer¬ 
ous conversations with the'Bosch offi¬ 
cials in the course of 1947. Through 
Erion and the Industry and Com¬ 
merce Group under Leland Spencer, 
Wilson was informed of the pending 
action against Bosch. Wilson started 
his operations by appearing in Berlin 
and soliciting the support of General 
Hayes, Deputy Military Governor. He 
was supplied with an official car, an 
office and a secretary. He expressed 
alarm at the consequences of decon¬ 
centrating Bosch to all' of the top 
administrators of Military Govern¬ 
ment. He obtained the help of Gen¬ 
eral Hayes with particular reference 
to the patent provisions of the pend¬ 
ing Bosch order, and through Gen¬ 
eral Hayes, he requested that they be 
changed. He engaged in numerous 
conferences with Bronson, Hawkins 
and Wilkinson on these matters. He 
also spoke to a number of staff mem¬ 
bers about the Bosch order, but de¬ 
cried their motives and the purposes 
of the entire procedure. These con¬ 
ferences between Wilson and the 
Bronson-Hawkins team occurred pe¬ 
riodically over the course of montns. 
It will be recalled that during this 
period, a draft of the deconcentra¬ 
tion order had already been prepared 
and submitted to Bronson without 
any action and that the final version 
accepted by Bronson had been de¬ 
pleted of its vital provisions. 

Is it a matter of coincidence that 
the vital parts of the Bosch order 
were thrown out on Bronson's in¬ 
structions at the time when Wilson 
was conferring with Bronson and 
Hawkins? As we shall show in the 
next section, all of these provisions 
were of paramount importance in 
Wilson's business deal with the 
Bosch company. 

The real motives behind Wilson's 
activities were made apparent when 
he presented Bronson and Hawkins, 
during one of his periodical visits to 
Berlin, with a copy of a draft of a 
contract between the so-called “Inter¬ 
national Products Trading Company" 
of Zurich, Switzerland, and the Bosch 


firm, giving the former exclusive 
rights to sell and distribute Bosch 
products on the international market. 
Wilson requested Bronson and Haw- 
kina to give approval of the contract 
which had already been, in principle, 
accepted by JEIA (the Joint Export- 
Import Agency). These conversations 
concerning the contract also took 
place before Bronson instructed staff 
members of Decartelixation to delete 
or change portions of the original 
draft of the Bosch order and before 
Bronson signed the revised draft of 
this order. 

At no time was any member of the 
Decartelization staff informed by 
Bronson that sueh a contract was in 
existence or being considered by him 
and Hawkins, or that an agreement 
had been entered into by a foreign 
company ard a German firm which 
was subject to deconcentration action. 
Al no time prior to the issuance of 
the approved draft on Bosch did 
Bronson consult the legal members of 
his staff as to the validity of such a 
contract. Its existence was in effect 
kept secret by Bronson and Hawkins. 

Hawkins and Bronson, after mak¬ 
ing u number of minor revisions in 
ihq contract, gave their approval to 
the deal and the contract was for¬ 
warded to JEIA which gave its final 
approval in July, 1948. 

Asked to account for his relations 
with Wilson, Bronson subsequently 
grew very hazy about his conversa¬ 
tions with him. Bronson never ques¬ 
tioned the impropriety of a private 
individual, a citizen of the U. S., a 
former General, representing the in¬ 
terests of a German company before 
an official agency of the U. S. gov¬ 
ernment. In any case, he never in¬ 
formed the staff about Wilson's deal 
with Bosch until the contract wop ac¬ 
cidentally discovered by a member of 
his staff who raised the entire issue 
of the legality of Wilson's actions 
and the legality of the contract itself. 

V. Background of the IPTC 
(International Products Trading Co.) 

It is clear, as Wilson subsequently 
admitted himself, that hia interven¬ 
tion on behalf of Bosch was only 
motivated by his personal interest. It 
is also evident that Wilson’s activities 
on behalf of Bosch bore fruit in the 
revisions in the Bosch order and 
the Hawkin8-Bronson approval of 
his private deal with Bosch. It may 
explain the long delay in taking ac¬ 
tion agaiust Bosch and the lukewarm 


attitude towards the contemplated ac¬ 
tion by General Clay. 

We can examine, therefore, at this 
point, the International Products 
Trading Co. itself and the kind of 
arrangement it made with Bosch. 

The IPTC is stated to have been 
established as a result of the initia¬ 
tive of two Greek businessmen by the 
name of the Ghertsos brothers. For 
over 20 years they operated an agency 
in Greece and other countries for tho 
distribution and sale of Bosch prod¬ 
ucts. After World War U, the Ghert¬ 
sos brothers undertook to re-establish 
their international connections with 
Bosch. For that purpose they first 
approached a certain Colonel Col- 
caire, assistant military attache of the 
U. S. embassy in Berne, Switzerland. 
They proposed to Colcnire the re¬ 
establishment of an international 
agency for the distribution and sale 
of Bosch products throughout the en¬ 
tire world through the formation of 
a company under Swiss laws. Colcnire 
avidly accepted the proposal in which 
he would have a substantial partici¬ 
pation without investing any money, 
since the Ghertsos brothers agreed to 
supply all the capital. 

During these negotiations. General 
Wilson, at that time vice-president of 
the Trans-World Airlines, made his 
appearance. It is not clear whether 
he already knew the Ghertsos broth¬ 
ers or was introduced to them by 
Colcalre. In any case, he agreed to 
participate in the establishment of 
the proposed company under the 
same conditions. Subsequently, Col- 
caire was eased out of the deal and 
Wilson became an equal partner in 
the new company, owning one-third 
of its cspital stock with the money 
put up by the Greek businessmen. 
Wilson’s share was to be repaid by 
him out of the future earnings of the 
new firm. 

Wilson immediately took over the 
assignment of setting up the com¬ 
pany and entered into negotiations 
with Bosch on details of the contract 
for the exclusive distribution and 
sale of their products. Wilson, as we 
already have seen, undertook the job 
of obtaining Military Government ap¬ 
proval for the deal and sought to 
interfere in the pending deconccn- 
tration action against Bosch. 

As a private individual, Wilson 
waB clearly engaged in activities 
which violated Military Government 
regulations. On the other hand, is it 
not evident that Bronson and Haw- 
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kin*, in encouraging a private busi¬ 
ness venture on the part of an Ameri¬ 
can citizen, did not live up to their 
oath of office? 

VI. The Meaning of Ihe Boseh-IPTC 
Contract 

The contract signed by Bosch and 
the IPTC, and approved by JEIA in 
July, 1948, conveyed on the IPTC ex¬ 
clusive rights to sell and distribute 
Bosch products in the international 
market. When its existence was fi¬ 
nally brought out into the open 
through the accidental discovery by a 
Decartelization staff member, it was 
characterized as illegal and in viola¬ 
tion of British and American laws on 
decartelization. In addition, staff 
members declared the new Swiss 
company to be a front for Bosch and 
a method whereby Bosch hoped to 
evade Military Government laws on 
the accumulation of foreign assets by 
a German company and thus pile up 
foreign assets outside the jurisdiction 
of the occupational authorities. 

The evidence that Bosch and Wil¬ 
son had cugaged in an attempt to out¬ 
wit Military Government came from a 
former director of the BuncIi firm 
who had been connected with the op¬ 
erations of Bosch for many years. 
This'individual stated that, in reality, 
the IPTC was not a private “baby” 
of Wilson as Bronson continually as¬ 
serted, but a company established 
after a conference between Wilson 
and Bosch officials in Switzerland, 
held in the summer of 1947. The pur¬ 
pose of this company was to build up 
Bosch’s foreign assets and the capital 
for the enterprise came through 
Bosch. Its directors also were declared 
to be in the employ of the German 
firm. We have already seen thut 
Bosch was adept in the utilization of 
various cloaking devices to hide its 
ownership of domestic or foreign 
companies. It is a charge which can¬ 
not, therefore, be lightly ignored. 
The IPTC,,moreover, employed as its 
chief agent, a Swiss national who had 
been the liaison for Bosch daring 
World War II. This person now be¬ 
came the general manager of the 
IPTC Among his activities was the 
rc-ostablishment of Bosch affiliates in 
Spain and Portugal, two countries 
with which German firms were ex- 
ressly forbidden to do business un- 
er existing U. S. laws. While these 
charges that IPTC was a dummy for 
Bosch were expressly denied by Wil¬ 
son, it is a fact that top officials of 
Military Government nover endeav¬ 


ored to find out whether they were 
true or not. 

Bnt aside from these aspects of 
Wilson’s activities and the actual own¬ 
ership of IPTC, lawyers for the De- 
cartelization staff declared the con¬ 
tract itself to be a violation of Law 56. 
The contract provided for the main¬ 
tenance of international cartel agree¬ 
ments by requiring the IPTC to pro¬ 
tect Bosch from any limitation on the 
sales of its products in any country, 
whether that country was within or 
outside the agreement. The contract 
further hound IPTC not to deal in 
any competitive products, as such 
products would compete with Bosch 
regardless of price, performance or 
method of manufacture. IPTC was 
obligated to compel its sub-contract¬ 
ors to adhere to this principle. The 
contract was declared to be exclusive 
geographically siuce it covered the 
entire world and all inclusive since 
it pertained only to Bosch products. 

Decartelization staff lawyers de¬ 
clared the contract was made and the 
IPTC established for the purpose of 
providing Bosch with an ostensibly 
independent company for the re¬ 
establishment of Bosch’s international 
network of sales and distribution out¬ 
lets under the control of Bosch, and 
intended to build up reserves of for¬ 
eign exchange outside the combined 
zones of occupation. Under Military 
Government laws, a German company 
was prohibited from making ana en¬ 
tering into such an agreement. This 
would be true even if the IPTC were 
not a front for Bosch. In substance, 
then, Wilson, with the support of Mil¬ 
itary Government officials, had sought 
to evade Military Government regula¬ 
tions, and his actions were therefore 
clearly in violation of occupation 
laws. 

It is certainly’strange, therefore, to 
realize that neither Bronson nor 
Hawkins mado any effort whatever 
to inquire into the nature of Wilson’s 
activities nor to demand any infor¬ 
mation on the individuals associated 
with the IPTC. The casualness with 
which they approved an agreement 
clearly in violation of laws they were 
pledged to uphold, throws a revealing 
light on the whole attitude towards 
decartelization and on the nature of 
the behind-the-scenes efforts to bury 
decartelization, and the sabotage of 
their solemn obligation to carry out 
the laws of the U. S. 

We need only refer to Bronson’s be¬ 


havior after the discovery of the con¬ 
tract and the nature of Wilson's ac¬ 
tivities. Afraid of the repercussions 
from his high-handed manipulations 
in favor of Wilson and Bosch, Bron¬ 
son made a gesture towards ascertain¬ 
ing the opinion of his lean! staff. 
Without exception, all of the mem¬ 
bers of the staff consulted declared 
the contract to be a violation of Law 
56 and British ordinance 78. 

To add to Bronson’s discomfiture. 
Brigadier Oxborrow, British chief of 
decartelization, officially denounced 
the contract as illegal and protested 
Bronson’s unilateral action which 
Bronson explained as due to difficul¬ 
ties of communication between him¬ 
self and the British. Subjected to 
such pressure, Bronson stated that 
perhaps he had gone “out on a limb” 
in this matter and had made a mis¬ 
take. 

In any case, Bronson agreed to have 
the whole case reviewed and request¬ 
ed staff members, in conjunction with 
the British, to prepare a memoran¬ 
dum outlining why the Bosch-IPTC 
contract should be nullified for dis¬ 
patch to JEIA. Such a memorandum 
was prepared for the signature of 
Bronson and Oxborrow. Bronson ac¬ 
cepted the memorandum but never 
signed it Instead he hurried to Berlin 
for consultation with Hawkins, telling 
the latter that maybe they had both 
stuck their necks out too far. Haw¬ 
kins recommended that the Legal Di¬ 
vision of OMGUS he asked for an 
opinion.' After due deliberation. 
Colonel Raymond, chief of the Legal 
Division of OMGUS, came forth with 
the answer. Raymond’s advice was a 
masterpiece of non-commitment. After 
outlining the relevant sections of Mil¬ 
itary Government law which would 
prohibit Bosch from making such a 
contract with a foreign company, he 
declared that no facte had been pre¬ 
sented by which a conclusive judg¬ 
ment could be made. Without approv¬ 
ing or disapproving, ihe Legal Divi¬ 
sion, in effect, declared the deal to be 
a fait accompli. 

The final nail was thus driven into 
the fiasco of the Bosch case. Whether 
action against Bosch will ever be 
taken remains to be seen. The final 
draft of the Bosch order, in any ease, 
was so innocuous that Bosch could 
afford, with Wilson’s approval, to sub¬ 
mit to a deconcentrating action which, 
at best, would only be a pious gesture. 

Will the U. S. have to seize Bosch 
for the third time?

When the United States and Argen¬ 
tina were barely on speaking terms, 
the State Department talked long and 
eloquently about how the Argentine 
military regime was harboring Nazis 
and Fascists. Not so much has been 
heard about this point recently. An 
unsophisticated observer would im¬ 
agine that the recent $125,000,000 
loan from Uncle Sam to Juan Do¬ 
mingo Peron was an indication that 
the Argentine Govt, was no longer 
providing a haven for Axis exiles. 

This is not so. Although Peron did 
make a few gestures in lire direction 
of rounding up some Nazis aitd Fa¬ 
scists, numerous war criminals from 
all over Europe have been given ref¬ 
uge in Argentina, and many of them 
have received important posts in the 
Peron government 

The United States Blue Book of 
January, 1947 called Ludwig Freude 
and Richard Staudte the No. 1 and 
2 Nazis in Argentina. Freude, a welj- 
known organizer of Nazi activities 
among Argentine Germans before 
and during the war, is the father of 
Rudolph Freude, who was Pcron’e 

S ri vote secretary for a long time. Un- 
er U. S. pressure, the de facto mili¬ 
tary government at one time arrested 
the older Freude, but after Peron 
became President, Freude was “exon¬ 
erated” completely. 

As for Staudte, all charges against 
him as a Nazi have been dropped by 
the Peron regime, and important 
United States businessmen (including 
a one-time intimate of President Tru¬ 
man) have been doing business \vith 
this big-shot Nazi. 

Still in Argentina are such leading 
Nazi figures as Ante Pavelic, once 
puppet president of Croatia; Hans 
Hofer, Nazi gaulciler of Tyrol; Ad¬ 
miral Litzman, erstwhile commander 
of the German Black Sea Fleet; for¬ 
mer Fascist parly secretaries Carlo 
Scorza, F.ttore Mutti and Francisco 
Giunta; Spinelli, Mussolini’s ex-Min- 
ister of Labor; Dino Grandi, Fascist 
Italy's Ambassador to London and 
Foreign Minister; Rafael Cassetano, 
former Italian minister in Budapest; 
Tamburini,ex-chief of Rome’s police; 


Robert J. Alexander 

Piero Parini, ex-prefect of Milan; and 
ex-Senator PrampoUni, ex-Deputy 
Moretti, ex-National Councillors Berte 
and Rocca, and ex-Minister Poverelli, 
all old Mussolini henchmen. 

Many of these Fascists and Nazis 
are politically active in Argentina. 
The most notorious of them, Vittorio 
Mussolini, the ex-Ducc’s son, con¬ 
ducted, soon after his arrival in 1947, 
a memorial ceremony on the anni¬ 
versary of his father’s death. Another 
important Fascist, Commandante 
Enzo Grossi, has organized a Federa¬ 
tion of Republican Ex-Combatants 
among former fighters for Mussolini's 
Social Republic of Italy. 

Then there is SS General Otto 
Skorzeny, who makes his headquar¬ 
ters in Argentina, hut travels freely 
and frequently to Europe on mysteri¬ 
ous missions. Other Germans include 
Professor Willy Tank, a leading Nazi 
uirplane designer, Generals Adolph 
Gotland und Baumbach, Aviation 
Colonel Hans Ulrich Rudel and Karl 
Von Merck, one-time chief of German 
espionage in Brazil, 

Merck—along with Dr. Hochleuten, 
erstwhile Nazi judge, and Robert 
Kessler, one-time Sudeten German 
journalist in Czechoslovakia and later 
said to be a Gestapo agent—is pub¬ 
lishing a Nazi daily, Freie Preuse, in 
Buenos Aires. 

Smaller-fry Nazis from other coun¬ 
tries huve also found their way to 
Argentina. Among the Norwegian 


Haavardshblm. Hans Rothia, Nazi 
leader in Esthonia, is also there. 

The Peron regime has uses for the 
singular talents of many of these one¬ 
time European Fascist leaders. Gen¬ 
eral Mario Roata, once commander 
in chief of the Italian Army, is re¬ 
ported to be employed in the Casa 
Rosada, the Argentine“Wliite House.” 
Mussolini’s Minister of Agriculture, 
Eduardo Moroni, is an adviser at the 
Banco Central. 

The Federal Police lias employed 
several Gestapo experts, including Dr. 
H. Theies, F. Adam, H. Richner and 
J. Paecht, all of whom are ranked as 


“advisers" to the Peronista police 
force. Another Nazi, Hans Koch, is an 
adviser to the Argentine Institute for 
Trade. The Ministry of Agriculture, 
in Decree No. 1019 of May 21, 1949, 
announced the appointment of Al¬ 
bert Durigen, Helmut Weekamp and 
Detlef Kloss, ex-Nazis, to posts carry¬ 
ing salaries of 1,400 pesos a month 
and expense accounts of 1,200 pesos. 

The Military Aviation Factory in 
Cordoba has at least two dozen ex- 
Nazis employed und Dearly a dozen 
Italian Fascists. These gentlemen earn 
salaries ranging from one to four 
thousand pesos a month. 

This great influx of Nazis and Fa¬ 
scists into Argentina, most of which 
has taken place during the admini¬ 
stration of Peron as President, is 
probably one explanation of the grow¬ 
ing totalitarianism of the Peron te- 
gime. It hardly explains why we lent 
money to that regime. (Courtesy New 
leader, 7 E. 15th St., New York Gty.)

German should make the supreme sacrifice for Amer¬ 
ica in Europe—and there is no sense in opposing 
Russia since it can force the Americans out of West 
Germany any time it desires. Other planks in his plat¬ 
form include: 

1. A dole for all refugees. 

2. Pensions for soldiers. 

3. Restoration of dignity to the name of the German 
soldier. 

"Such a platform, as could be expected, has gar¬ 
nered a lot of support among the refugees and ex¬ 
soldiers."

THE INNOCENT WAR CRIMINALS 

“Heated appeals lor the release of two of Hitler 
Germany's top war criminals have been received by 
the three Allied High Commissioners of Germany's 

Western zones. 


“The two prisoners are former Grand Admiral Erich 
Raeder, head of the Nazi Navy, and onetime Foreign 
Minister Constantin von Neurath. Both were convicted 
at the first Nuremberg trial of Hitler's principal aides, 
and both are serving sentences—Raeder for life and 
Neurath for 15 years—in the four-power prison of 
Spandau, in Berlin. 

“The appeals represent the newest, boldest point of 
departure to date in German attacks on the Allied war 
crimes trials and on their judgments. Formerly, the 
Germans restricted their demands for clemency to 
lesser war criminals and. although they have attacked 
the entire premise of judgment by the victors on the 
vanquished, they have conceded that the chief assist¬ 
ants of Hitler merited punishment Now, however, there 
would appear to be rejection of even that concession. 

“It is believed that the present appeals are fore¬ 
runners of others to seek the release of all seven major 
war criminals, including Rudolf Hobs, in Spandau 
prison—the 'world's most exclusive jaiL' 

“Signing the appeal for the release of Raeder is 
former Admiral Hansen, as chairman of the Association 
of Former Professional Soldiers. . . . 

"Admiral Hansen's letter states, in part, ‘. . . the 
judgment which convicted the Grand Admiral to life 
in prison because of the attack on Norway is an un¬ 
tenable one. He has been convicted—like many Ger¬ 
mans—despite his indubitable innocence.... 

.“If I make this plea for the Grand Admiral I must 
also declare that hundreds of other innocent German 
men are still held in the prisons or in the custody of 
the Western Allies. 

“ The laws of the victors were made in the hour of 
conquest. They described inevitable measures of war 
as crime. They led to rigid judgments or will lead to 
Buch judgments in the future. 

“ 'How can we achieve true peace and mutual un¬ 
derstanding among the Western nations, how can we 
rebuild the broken wall against the East, if right and 
true justice are not granted the imprisoned men of 
Germany?’"

PROSPERITY IN GERMANY 

. . While the position of nearly everyone has im¬ 
proved, the profits of German entrepreneurs have gone 
from good to fabulous. Partly to induce saving and 
strengthen incentives but partly, one supposes, out of 
dislike of the progressive income tax, the German Gov¬ 
ernment has reduced taxes in the middle- and upper- 
income brackets. As a result, German owners and 
managers have a tax liability on their profits and 
earnings which is nearly negligible by British or Amer¬ 
ican standards. They enjoy standards of personal con¬ 
sumption which are far beyond the reach of an Ameri¬ 
can or an Englishman of equivalent gross income. ... 

“It is also worth noting that the costs of sustaining 
well-to-do Germans in their present spacious standard 
of living are not borne entirely by Germans. ECA 
officials have guessed that Germany's imports of lux¬ 
ury products for consumption by the well-to-do now 
amount to as much as $100 million a year. Some part 
of this expenditure could be used for goods now paid 
for by American aid. During the period July 1 through 
October 31, 1950, West Germany was allotted S171.6 
million." »

NEW FACES IN BONN 

“Herr Gustav Adolf Sonnenhol is Press Chief to 
Vice-Chancellor and Minister for Marshall Aid Frame 
Blucher. A member of the Nazi party since 1931, Son¬ 
nenhol (reports the Allgemeine Zeitung of Dusseldorf) 
became a captain in the SS as early as 1933. . . . 

“Another of the same stripe is Dr. Kutscher. personal 
adviser to the Minister of Economic Affairs. Dr. Ludwig 
Erhard, in Bonn today. The principal speaker at a 
Nazi conference in April, 1944, af Judenreferenten, 
anti-Semitic specialists attached to German legations 
abroad, Kutscher set forth his views on anti-Semitism 
with some strength. The Jews are the misfortune of all 
nations,' he remarked: 'A Jewish victory would bring 
about the end of all civilization. By this war, the Jew 
has dug his own grave.' ... 

“Then there is Dr. Ernst Rudolph Huber, since the 
autumn of 1949 a legal adviser to the Ministry of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs at Bonn. A leading Nazi jurist and mem¬ 
ber of the Nazi 'Academy of German Law/ Huber 
wrote' in his book, 'The Constitutional Law of the 
Greater German Reich,' that: 'The volkiscb (racial) 
Reich is neither an absolutist regime nor a dictatorship, 
but a final and normal political order/ 

“There is Dr. Carl Diem, Director of the Department 
for Physical Training in the Ministry of the Interior, 
who held a similar post under the Nazis. There is Dr. 
Rieck, now in the Ministry for Marshall Aid Affairs, 
who joined the Nazi Party in 1933 and the SS in 
1934.' . . . 

“Here are a few random names picked from a long 
list of lesser Globkes who were lately appointed to 
the Federal Ministry of Economic Aifaira at Bonn; these 
men took jobs from others who, though for the most 
part without any political background, had been dis¬ 
missed: 

“On December 1, 1949, Dr. Ing. Pallsch became 
Referatsleiter. Dr. Pallsch belonged to the Nazi Party 
(card No. 1.585.363) from 1933-45 and had been Ober- 
scharfuhrer in the SA (Sturmabteilungen). 

“On the same day Dr. Hans Grotjan became Refer- 
enL His membership in the Nazi Party was also from ' 
1933-45, though he joined the SA only in 1938, five 
years after Dr. Pallsch. 

"On October 17, 1949, Herr Carl-Herbert Jansen be¬ 
came Sachbearbeiter. Also a Party member from 1933- 
45 and a member of the SA throughout the same 
period. 

“On December 16, 1949, Herr Hans Koelfen became 
Hauptabteilungaleiter. He joined the Party only in 1937, 
'but made up for this by serving in the SS (latterly as 
yUnterscharfuhrer) from 1934-45."

DENAZIFICATION UNDER MR. McCLOY 

“West German authorities plan to ignore a letter 
from American High Commissioner John J. McCIoy 
charging that German courts whitewashed an ex-Nazi 
industrialist in Stuttgart. 

“The German officials said they had 'full faith' in 
the German courts that cleared the industrialist, the 
leather goods manufacturer Karl Eases, of bribing a 
denazification court, and therefore would not reopen 
the affair. 

“Defiance of Mr. McCloy’s letter was announced in 
the Wuerttemberg-Baden state legislature at Stuttgart 
by Minister-President Reinhold Maier. “This case is 
closed,' he said. 

“Observers here believe Mr. McCIoy will let the 
issue die, because he said in his letter to Mr. Maier 
and Wuerttemberg-Baden Minister of Justice Josef 
Beyerle that it is not his intention to 'intervene' in the 
case."

“Probably Moscow will rely on the political 
maneuvering of the East German Communist 
regime, plus a group of former Nazis and Ger¬ 
man army officers. These two groups have a 
common aim—the unification of Germany under 
Russian control. 

“It’s the former Nazis who have the job of 
penetrating the Western zones. There, they can 
count on the support of many thousands of 
disgruntled Nazis and a few army generals. 
Horst Dressel-Anders, former assistant to Goeb- 
bels, is one of their key figures. These men have 
established connections with the secret ‘Brother¬ 
hood of Former German Army Officers' in West 
Germany. Their aim is twofold: first, to sabotage 
plans for'ralsing a West German army; second, 
to prepare underground support for an eventual 
invasion from the East. 

"Moscow has another link with West Ger¬ 
many—West German industrialists who look to 
the East for big markets. In 1950 the legal trade 
between East and West Germany went up 
300% over the 1949 figure. But this legal trade 
Is probably small compared with the illegal 
traffic between the Ruhr and the Soviet zone. 
This traffic includes steel and machinery of all 
sorts for the East Germany Five-Year Plan."

A new, apparently Nazi-type political organization, 
which avoweuly aims to “do away with the old, 19th- 
century forms of parliamentary democracy,” has been 
formed in Western Germany? • 

It calls itself the “First region” and is reported to 
have achieved already a nucleus of some 10,000 mem¬ 
bers. According to investigators, it has been deliberately 
conducting its organizational activities in a “twilight of 
mystery.” 

Three “respectable” members of the Bonn Parliament, 
all enrolled in government coalition parties—Dr. Kart 
Kiesinger of the Christian Democratic Union, Erich 
Mcnde of the Free Democratic party, and Dr. Hans 
Merkatz of the German party—have lent their names 
as prominent supporters of the new group, but investi¬ 
gation has not yet revealed who the actual leaders are. 

In its party propaganda, the First Legion has de¬ 
clared that it is looking for a “new form oi democracy” 
wliich would eliminate the old-fashioned competition 
and strife of traditional party politics and end the "dis¬ 
astrous class struggle.” In this connection, the new group 
would “circumscribe the activities of trade unions to 
their original, proper fields” and drive them out of 
political life. The Legion platform inveighs against 
“corruption which endangers public life” and calls for 
the mobilization of the youth behind this “new politics." 

The Frankfurter Rundschau, independent, liberal 
newspaper here, has commented wryly that “we expe¬ 


rienced once before these *new forms of democracy.’ 
Such non-party organizations always show signs of neo- 
fascism.” , 

Tho new group becomes one more minor star in the 
constellation of radical, right-wing parties which have 
been struggling—thus far with no conspicuous success— 
to capitalize on the dissatisfaction of many Germans, 
aud especially the youth, with the present democratic 
party set-up. 

As always, officials on the staff of United States High 
Commissioner John J. McCloy report that they are 
keeping the new organization “under scrutiny.” How¬ 
ever, they indicate that they are not particularly 
alarmed at its inception und doubt that it will succeed 
where its predecessors have failed. 

Nevertheless, some United States representatives see 
in the-First Legion another confirmation of the facts, 
contained in a High Commission report, that American 
efforts to introduce democratic ideas to the Germans in 
the last five yeurs have been notably unsuccessful, that 
a vast majority of Germans themselves have seen no 
effects of those efforts, and that the Germans are there¬ 
fore vulnerable to the suasions of a demagogue-dictator 
who may once again offer them the promise of a strong 
and independent Germany, not bound by the “old forms 
of parliamentary democracy.” 

The First Legion may not be such a group, they say. 
But they add the somber warning that no such organi¬ 
zation should he underestimated; one of these days such 
a body may prove to be what the Allies have always 
feared, the reincarnation of the Nazi idea dressed up in 
a 1950 costume which appeals to the still-undemocra- 
tized Germans,

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Mr. William L. Shircr is well-known to American 
radio audiences. For years prior to the outbreak of 
World War FI Mr. Shirer’a voice was heard from the 
key capitals in Europe where he reported the momen¬ 
tous events which finally led to the outbreak of war. 
He was among the few American correspondents abroad 
who grasped the meaning of the Nazi march to power in 
Germany. He witnessed at first hand the rising tide of 
Nazism and the dark shadow it was custing over Europe. 
Many of the highlights of his fifteen years of experience 
in Cennany and in other dangerous spots in Europe, 
were recounted in his “Berlin Diary" which became a 
best-seller throughout the country. 

The sequel to “Berlin Diary" was his second book, 

, “End of a Berlin Diary,” which tells the story of Mr. 
Shirer’a return to the land of the Herrenvolk after 
World War II. “End of a Berlin Diary" is a forthright 
report of dangerous trends and blunders in the early 
days of the Allied occupation. It provides many clues 
which explain the tragic events in Germany today, un¬ 
folding before our eyes. * 

Mr. Shirer’s competence as a reporter has been firmly 
established. Indeed, for his work as a reporter and com¬ 
mentator Mr. Shirer was given one of radio's highest 
honors—the George Foster Peabody Award for “out¬ 
standing interpretation of the news in 1946.” 

Recently Mr. Shirer has proven that he is not only an 
outstanding reporter, but a skilled novelist, as amply 
demonstrated in his first novel, “The Traitor." 

In this novel Mr. Shircr skillfully dissects the makeup 
of a potential traitor. The character who is destined to 
betray his country is one Oliver Knight, an American 
who is brought up in a typical small town in the Mid¬ 
west. Knight’s early life at home was commonplace, and, 
like many other young men who were bored with small 
town gossip and small town affairs, Knight sought the 
high adventure of Europe. This he was able to achieve 
by working as a correspondent in Germany, for Ameri¬ 
can newspapers. 

Jnst as at home, Knight’s personal life is filled with 
frustrations. His bride-to-be rejects him for another 
man. There is constant friction between Knight and the 
American newspapers who employ him. Suffering from 
personal bitterness he finds himself drawn into the web 
of Nazi intrigue, spurred on by an affair with a ruthless 
and loose woman of German cafe life. Welcomed by 
Nazi circles and bearing personal grudges against Ameri¬ 
cans who had spumed him in one way or another. 
Knight becomes a potential tool of the Nazi Party. 

But more than persounl experiences explain Knight’s 
degeneration. As Mr. Shirer so clearly points out, Knight 
is enamored with the America First movement, which, 
during the late 30’s, was echoing Goebbels’ propaganda. 
Therefore it was not merely his personal contacts with 
the Nazis and their hanger-one, but his political vul¬ 
nerability, which finally marked the stamp of traitor on 
his forehead. 

Knight became a mouthpiece for Nazi propaganda. 
His radio broadcasts to tho United States during World 
War n were designed to demoralize American unity and 
glorify the Nazi cause. 

While Knight is the main character in “The Traitor," 


Mr. Shircr’s characterizations of Hans Oldendorff, the 
sadistic SS ape-man, his portrayal of Jack Goodman, 
the American journalist who was not politically vulner¬ 
able, and who thoroughly understood the meaning of 
the Nazi drive for world conquest, show once again Mr. 
Shirer’s ability as a novelist. 

“The Traitor” is replete with incidents which fully 
expose Nazi treachery. In that sense "The Traitor” can 
be called an historical novel, for it is grounded in his¬ 
torical fact. 

Mr. Shirer’s presentation of the typical German mili¬ 
tarist is made most clear in his description of Freddy 
von Langsdorff, an officer in the German army. Freddy, 
Mr. Shirer tells the reader, was no friend of the Nazis: 
“But today Jack could see Freddy teas in a different 
mood. The contempt wax no longer there, in his face or 
voice. Indeed, there wax an exhilaration in his whole 
being. After all, this was what Freddy and his class had 
been trained for over the generations, no matter who 
ruled Germany. For war." 

There are many oilier vivid passages dealing with 
German militarism and culture. For example, the state¬ 
ment by Whitney Wentworth, Knight’s friend and uni¬ 
versity instructor: “The Germans are. -different. Their 
civilization, despite the heights they have reached in 
music with Bach and Beethoven , in literature with 
Schiller and Goethe, in philosophy with Kant, not to 
mention their attainment in science, seems most of the. 
time to be a mere veneer so thin that their barbarism — 
the pagan barbarism of the German forests — is continu¬ 
ally threatening to break through and engulf them." 

“The Traitor" deserves a wide ciroulation, as its mes¬ 
sage has much meaning, even today. We stronglv recom¬ 
mend it to our readers for their enjoyment and edifica¬ 
tion. * 

★ ★ ★ 

In 1946 an unusual book was published in Germany 
by an unusual German. The book, “Der SS Staat,” was 
written by Eugen Kogon. It had an electrifying effect, 
so that while the first edition sold only 35,000 copies, 
the second edition published in 1947 reached the figure 
of 100,000. Unfortunately, the English speaking world 
was deprived of this important work until it was trans¬ 
lated and recently published in the United States, under 
the title: “The Theory and Practice of Hell" 

Mr. Kogon should know about “The Theory and Prac¬ 
tice of Hell 1 ,” for he was in bell—the hell of the Nazi 
concentration camp, Buchenwald, from 1938 to the day 
of liberation. Kogon was a student of sociology and as 
early as 1927 was a member of the editorial hoard of 
the German publication. The Catholic 1 Peelily. Despite 
his “aryan" status, his firm opposition to the Nazis fi¬ 
nally placed him behind the barbed wire of Buclicn- 
wald. Undoubtedly Kogon had the opportunity to go 
along with the Nazis, but his convictions and principles 
remained firm within him. The price he paid was. a 
living death for seven years. 

“The Theory and Practice of Hell” is not so much an 
account of his personal experiences but rather a stark 
report on the internal makeup and organization of a 
German concentration camp. He shows that the camps 
were not only utilized to destroy hundreds of thousands 
of human beings, but also provided a pool of manpower 
for the modem slave drivers of the Ruhr and other war 
arsenals in Germany. 
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What was the aim of Hitler'* elite, the SS? In answer 
to this question Mr, Kogon relates a conversation that 
he had in the fall of 1937 with an SS officer: ‘Within 
10 years," this SS officer boasted to Kogon, "at the 
latest, it will be possible for us in this way to dictate the 
law of Adolf Hitler to Europe, put a halt to the other¬ 
wise inevitable decay of the continent, and build up a 
true community of nations, with Cermany as the leading 
poiver keeping order," 

The new “German order” is described in Kogon's 
book. It is the concentration camp, Kogon dqes not only 
describe in detail the sadistic practices and the tortures 
indicted upon concentration camp inmates by the SS, 
but he also shows the utter corruption which existed 
among Hitler's elite. They did not hesitate to feather 
their own nests, although the world was given to believe 
that Hitler's followers were dedicated solely to the un¬ 
selfish cause of greater Germany. One example of this 
corruption is the case of the hereditary Prince of Wal- 
deck—Pyrmont, an SS Lieutenant General. Taking ad¬ 
vantage of his high position, the Prince was able to put 
through an urgent high priority order “ for an instaila- 
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store the deer he shot. The military priority certificate 
listed as the purpose of the installation: ‘Production of 
serum for combat troopsP " 

Space does not permit us to go into a fuller descrip¬ 
tion of the life of a concentration camp as portrayed by 
Mr. Kogon, but the message of “The Theory and Prac¬ 
tice of Hell” is quite clear and needs little elaboration. 
It is a message to all peoples who place a value on hu¬ 
man life, to defend that value and to stand firm against 
those who perpetrate crimes against hdmauity. 

Like “The Traitor" it is our considered judgment that 
“The Theory and Practice of Hell" deserves to be read 
and pondered.

"Although the average German is against 
another war and German Industrialists would 
rather do business with Stalin than fight him, 
former German officers favor rearming Western 
Germany.

JUSTICE IN REVERSE

"Fourteen German war criminals, nine of whom 
were serving life sentences, have received grants of 
clemency from Gen. Thomas T. Handy, commander of 
the United States forces in Europe. 

“On the recommendation of the Army's War CrimeB 
Modification Board, the prisoners will be released from 
Landsberg prison in Bavaria. 

'The nine serving life sentences had been convicted 
of crimes committed as guards at the Mauthausen con¬ 
centration camp during the Hitler regime. The others, 
serving sentences ranging from twelve to twenty 
years, have been convicted of war crimes in and 
around the Dachau concentration camp. 

“An announcement at Army Headquarters said that 
the beneficiaries of a clemency in connection with the 
crimes at the Mauthausen camp had been members 
of the former German Army and Air Force units as¬ 
signed to perimeter guard duty at the camp."

“L© Figaro, one of the most powerful of Paris dailies, 
front-pages the story of a current war-crimes trial in 
Lille. It concerns a Major Kolrep. a German commander 
infuriated by the last-ditch resistance of French units 
in the collapse of June 1940. Kolrep decided to take 
repjrisals on the little towns of Courrieres and Oignies. 
L© Figaro reports: 

"At Courrieres, more than 600 houses, 100 farm 
buildings, the city hall, the church, the schools, the 
stores, were put to the torch. At Oignies, by the same 
means, the Germans set Hre to 500 houses and shot— 
as at Courrieres—every man they met. 

"A British officer was burned alive bound in an arm¬ 
chair. A young man of 17, Bick, was hauled from his 
bed and forced to dig his own grave. Finally, to end 
French resistance, the Germans pushed in front of 
them women and children. One hundred and ten civil¬ 
ians perished on that tragic day." 


“Schlegelberger was serving a life sentence. The 
other three were sentenced to terms ranging from nine 
to ten years."

"These startling disclosures are made by Captain 
Jacques Kaminski, former Free French officer and Brit¬ 
ish agent, who won the Military Cross for his liaison 
work with the Maquis and espionage work in the Low 
Countries during the last war.

Spinne (The Spider) organization two years ago. In 
June this year he disappeared after receiving a warn¬ 
ing that the Nazis were aware of his true identity.... 

“ 'Bormann is without doubt the brain behind Die 
Spinne/ said Captain Kaminski. 'He is known, rather 
ironically, as the Grey Eminence because of the robes 
wom by the monks at his monastery hide-out in Spain. 
He stays there because it is the one place where he 
is safe. .. . 

" 'Skorzeny moves about Europe at will, especially 
in the American and French Zones of Germany/ 

"This allegation is supported by a photograph of 
Skorzeny taken in 1947 shaking hands with an Ameri¬ 
can army colonel in the American Zone of Germany."

THE ANTI-ALLIED DEMONSTRATIONS on the Island 
of Helgoland, which was a major submarine base for 
the Nazis during the war, was supported by many 
Nationalist and Neo-Nazi elements, including the Pan- 
German Prince Earl Hubert us su Loewenstein. who 
has dared to whitewash Nazi war crimes. (Prince Loew- 
enslein enjoyed the hospitality of the United States 
during the war and was welcomed as a lecturer by 
many American-universities.)

SPEIDEL who is taking part in negotiations with Allied 
officials on German rearmament was a General in 
the German Airforce and was sentenced as a war 
criminal for atrocities committed in the Balkans. 

SOVIET SPONSORED EAST GERMANY is launching 
an ambitious program to strengthen the war potential 
of the East Zone, particularly in the Steel Industry, 
while British High Commissioner Sir Ivone Kirkpatrick, 
on January 16. declined to answer the question as to 
whether the Allies would approve West German Steel 
exports to the Eastern Zone, 

THE BONN GOVERNMENT has appointed Amo 
Schleck, former Air-raid Chief for the German General 
Staff, to draft a new Air-raid law and make plans for 
its implementation along with its Allied authorities. 

IN THE "NATIONAL FRONT," a Soviet sponsored 
movement in Germany, Generals Vtncenz Muller and 
Eorfee are in touch with several high ranking Nazis, 


including one Bsust, former head of the Training de¬ 
partment of the Nazi Party. 

DR. WILLIAM HASS. head of the West German Gov¬ 
ernment's new foreign office, admits that 14 out of 
the 31 senior members oi his staff were members of the 
Nazi Party. 

OTTO SKORZENY, former Hitler strong-arm man, 
now in Spain where he sees members of the British 
Embassy on a social footing, warned that if the 6 
German SS officers, convicted of responsibility for the 
Malmedy massacre of U. S. prisoners, were executed, 
all former German officers would turn against the 
Western Allies. 

THE CHIEF EDITOR of the German newspaper Der 
Fortschritt, Erich Schneider, who was formerly of Her¬ 
mann Goering's National Zeitung in Essen, is reported 
to be on intimate terms with the Karlshorst Soviet head¬ 
quarters in Eastern Berlin. 

LEADING GERMAN GENERALS, including Blumen- 
trltt and ManteufeL have contributed a series of articles 
in the Irish defense Journal, The Defender, which is 
publishes unde r the auspices of the Irish army. 

MR. JOUETT SHOUSE, whose wife is chairman of the 
Clay Fund for Gorman Youth Activities, has been 
elected to the Board of General Aniline & Film Corp. 
which, according to Government documents, is owned 
largely by I. G. Chemie. a dummy corporation acting 
on behaH of L G. Farben. 

THE RECENT TRADE TREATY between Eastern Ger¬ 
many and Communist China contemplates substantial 
deliveries of electrical equipment precision instru¬ 
ments, iron and steel products from Western Germany. 

HERMAN ABS. one of Hitler's leading financiers and 
whose Deutsche Bank ruthlessly looted German-occu¬ 
pied Europe, is endeavoring to sabotage the Allied 
program to smash the power of the German banking 
monopoly.

“Is the deepseated French opposition to German re¬ 
armament really justified? 

, “In the attempt to answer this question it will be 
helpful to review the figures of what the last three 
German invasions have cost France. . . . 

“In the Franco-Prussian War of 1870-71, in which 
France was invaded and defeated, the nation lost 58,000 
men killed. Paris underwent a 10-month siege. At the 
end of the war, France lost two of its richest provinces, 
Alsace and Lorraine, and had to pay to the new German 
Empire an indemnity of a billion gold dollars. 

“In the first World War, France whose northeast 
quarter bore the brunt of the German invasion, lost 
1,250,000 men killed. This represented for a nation of 
40,000,000 a terrible toll. At the end of the war, France's 
claim to reparations was evaluated at 50 billion gold 
dollars. 

“In World War IT, France lost 560,000 men killed. 
As to material damage, the French reparations claims, 
as published by the semi-official Le Monde on Aug. 4, 
1945, are illuminating indeed. Direct damages to France 
are estimated at 13.8 Billion gold dollars. 

This figure includes: 40.7 billion francs damage to 
French agriculture; 41.8 billion to industry and com¬ 
merce; 96.5 billion to transportation and communica¬ 
tions; 17.4 billion to war materiel; 249.6 billion to real 
estate and personal property, of which, almost two- 
thirds is in private dwellings; 30.6 billion in preliminary 
and accessory reconstruction charges, and 49.6 billion' to 
special regions such as the east boundary departments 
and Tunisia.**

de-industrialization of po st war Germany and to assist in the 
rehabilitation of Germany. | | explained "rehabilitation" 

to mean the enlightment of the American people to the problems 
existing in Germany and the reestablishment of Parcel Post service 
between the peoples of Germany and the outside world so that 
relief packages of food and clothing could be sent to them. 


I I advised that the purposes of the VAAGA 

continue to be exactly what they were when he first became 
acquainted with them. Ko explained that although the Morgenthau plan 
as such is no longer m contemplation in the opinion of the 
majority of the American people the individuals who conceived 
the plan are still in the Government. He Btated that these 
individuals are still implementing certain features of the 
Morgenthau plan but without reference to the plan as the 
Morgenthau. Plan which plan was clearly repudiated by the 
American Fecple. | 1 stated that in his opinion a 

complete implementation of the so-called Morgenthau Plan 
would make Germany completely defenseless from a military 
point of view and would invite occupation by Russia. He feels, 
therefore, that if loyal Americans would familiarize themselves 
with the problems involved in any consideration of Germany they 
would oppose the Morgenthau. Plan and all parts of it. 
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In addition, 1 I pointed out that Russia 

may still win Germany if the U. S. Government does not soon 
take positive steps to rehabilitate the German people. He stated 
that the German people have received so little constructive aid 
in their fight for rehabilitation as a true democracy that they 
are fast assuming an indifference as to whether they are 
dominated by the East or the Vest. He stated that it behooves 
the American people to be very concerned about this attitude 
of the German people because the U. S. has much to lose in its 
fight for world freedom and democracy if the Russians are permitted 
to dominate Germary as a result of the apathy of the German 
people. 


1 unequivocally stated that the above 
purposes have not been directed or influenced in any way by any 
foreign individual,politieal party or group. 
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MEMBERSHIP 

I I stated that the VAAGA is an informal 

group which has not Incorporated and that there are no formal 
requirements for membership and no membership lists are maintained. 
Business meetings are held monthly at the Cafe Rheinland, 228 East 
86th St., New York City and are attended by sixty to seventy-five 
persons all from the Upper Manhattan, N. Y. section. Rallies and 
other affairs ft which larger numbers of people are expected to be 
in attendance are generally held at the Yorkville Casino, 210 
86th St., NIC. 

Although the VAAGA does not publish a regular periodical 
they do occasionally pri nt circulars ad vertising rallies and other 
activities of the group. J |estimated that approximately 

one thousand persons in tne N. Y. area, who are interested m the 
activities of the group, keep informed in regard to these activities 
through the circulars.

He 
stated that the reason for this is that with the exception of 
rare occasions, the VAAGA has no regular expenses and, therefore, 
requires no operating capital. He stated that when there is a 
need for funds for the printing of a circular or for some other 
activity an appeal for contributions always brings spontaneous 
contributions which more than cover the requirements of the 
situation.

40 former German soldiers of the Waffen-SS are at present still serving 
sentences in Landsberg whose evidentiary basis has been contested since 
1946. How these sentences were arrived at is the subject of the Case 
History which also- contains pertinent information about the struggle to 
reduce the 43 death sentences originally imposed.*) 

Today, 7 year* after the sentence, it is still necessary to draw the 
attention of the public to a condition that has become untenable in view 
of the endeavor to create and maintain a true order of law and justice 
in the German Federal Republic. 

A generally recognised principle of criminal law provides that an accused 
shall be punished only wherehis guilt has been proved in a legally 
proper manper. The General Declaration of Human Rights of Dec. 10, 
1948 affirms that principle in Article 11, point I, as follows: 

“Everyone charged with a penal offense has the right to be presumed 
innocent until proved guilty according to law in a public trial at 
which he has had all the guarantees necessary for his defense.” 

This principle was not observed during the Malmedy trial. The safeguard 
necessary for the defense of the accused was by no means secured. That 
is less the fault of the Dachau judges than of the general directives of ( 
the American Military Government that were applicable at the time of 
the trial. The European Command of the American Armed Forces on 
November 30, 1945 decreed as follows:

Consequently, the judge* were 
authorised to admit not only the testimony of co<lefeniant* a* full 5'2§| 

evidence; they were even permitted to bate their verdict on hearsay v&SI 

testimony, on unsigned documents, on retracted testimony etc. Moreover, .ijfS 

they were permitted to ignore the rebuttal evidence of the defense. , , 

Mr. Poullada, an American who participated in war crime* trial* as 
prosecutor and official defense counsel, blandly acknowledge* these ''q&J 

serious defects. He wrote on Oct. 2, 1940, in "The Evening Standard ” .--Sj

Thus, the Malmedy trial too was conducted in a manner in no way 
compatible with the requirements that must be insisted upon in criminal 
evidence.

Id addition to a multitude of grave error* of substantive and- adjective 
law, the main argument* of the defenae against the judgments of the 
Malmedy cate and their continued execution are aa follows: 

-> • # . 

1. T h e. a 11 e g a t i o n a .o f t h e p r o a’e c u t i o' n were left un¬ 
proved . 

The “proof" adduced by the prosecution consists moatly of the testi¬ 
mony of the defendants themselves reduced to writing and sworn to 
during the pre-trial investigations in the Schwiibisch-Hall penitentiary 
and objected to on the ground that they were obtained by unlawful * ' • 

coercion and interference with the freedom of testimony of the examined 
prisoners. Other evidence adduced at the trial originated from a number 
of prosecution witnesses who after haring been deliberately intimidated, 
by the American interrogators testified not of their own free will and 
desire in a manner which appeared to confirm the allegation of the 
prosecution, 


These allegations were as follows: , 

a) That Sepp Dietrich as commander in chief of the 6 ,b Panzer Armee, 
two thirds of which were units of the German Army and about one. 
third units of the Waffen SS, in an Order of the Day, to the forces 
under hit command, had suggested atrocities to be committed against 
prisoners of war and civilians, having stated that the offensive was 
to be preceded by a “wave of terror and fright”.

b) That Peiper, the commander of a task force, consisting primarily of 
units of the 1st. Panzer Division LAH had puesed on that Order of

c) That in the course of the offensive American prisoners of war and 
Belgian civilians had been murdered in cold blood by member* of 
the Peiper task force at 12 different place*. 


2. The Counter evidesee of the defense was utterly 
disregarded by the court. 

Even during the trial at Dachau in 1946 the defense offered a great d«At 
of eyidence suitable to refute clearly the prosecution’s allegations. 
Among ruth evidence the defenae offered: sworn depositions and oral 
testimony of Belgian inhabitants of the localities in the fighting sone. 
oral testimony of defense witnesses who had been ranking staff officers 
or officers of combat units of the 6th Panzer Army, intimately acquainted 
with all officisJ business and not perBonilly involved in the cate, further¬ 
more, testimony of an American Lt. Col., by name of McGowan, whose 
regiment had been locked in battle with Peiper’s forces on the decisive 
day of the Ardennes Offensive aud who himself h«d been a prisoner of 
the Peiper task force. 

The court however in no way considered this wealth of counter evidence. 
It cut off repeatedly, through Col. Rosenfeld, the legal member and only 
person on the bench with a legal badeground, defense attempts to bring 
oat the unlawful methods used in obtaining the testimony of the accused. 
The court bated its decision solely on the “confession” presented by the 
prosecution in the form of sworn statements which were then merely 
read off by members of the prosecution. 


3. The written statements resulting from the pre¬ 
trial investigations had no evidentiary value 
whatever. 

Regardless of the opinion one aright have about assertion* of the de¬ 
fendants and of many prosecution witnesses that they were made To give 
untrue testimony during the pre-trial investigations at the Schwiibisch- 
Hall penitentiary by deliberate, purposeful physical and mental pressure 
exerted upon them by the American investigators, an objective evaluation 
of the entire evidence of the defense adduced during and after the trial

nevcxthsless permit* of no other conclusion than that the written state- 
menu obtained at Schwibi*<h-Hall. lack any credibility whatsoever. A 
wealth of evidence from other source* definitely exclude* in many 
instances the possibility that the fact* could have been those reduced to 
writing by the defendants themielves while under pressure at Srhwa- 
biach-Hall. 


.4. The allegation that orders in violation of inter¬ 
national law were issued has not been proved. 

The prosecution’* allegation —which actnally' damps the whole case to¬ 
gether— to the effect that the Malmedy cast, involved a scheme organised 
at the top of the German Army for the purpose of murdering prisoners 
of war and civilians, finds no support whatever, unless one were to 
accept those Schwabisdi-Hall statement*. The American War Crimes 
Board of Review ascertained as early as in the beginning of 1948 that 
there had been no proof showing that order* were given in violation of 
international law. Therefore the Board recommended that the decisions 
against the three generals convicted on that count be reversed. Nor did 
the pfoteention ever offer into evidence the incriminating Order of the 
Day in its actual text, although that text had been entered into hundreds 
of diaries of the various combat units of the Army, diaries which were 

captured for the most part by the Americans. 

• 

Prime facie evidence against any alleged “order to murder” is, more¬ 
over, that the Peiper task force brought about eight hundred prisoners 
back to the collecting centers during the “Battle of the Bulge”, a point 
that has been fully established. 

Dozens of sworn statements, partly of highest ranking former comman¬ 
ders such as Field Marshall von Rund*tedt are additional evidence that 
precludes the existence of any such order. 


In about 15 cases the verdicts are based solety on the Schwiibitch-Ball 
“confessions" of the individual defendants themselves. At the most, 
there is in some of these cases some incrimination by some co-accused 










or other whose written "confession" in his own case was at the same 
time evaluated as witness’ testimony against others. 

In these 15 cases the American War Crimes Board of Review as early 
as February 4, 1948, recommended that the court decisions be reversed 
on the ground of lack of evidence. The testimony of the above mentioned 
Ll. Col. McGowan rules out any guilt of the accused in these cases. 
McGowan had testified under oath -in contradiction to the prosecution 
dtarges that- although he had been locked in combat with the Peiper • 
task force, whose prisoner he was bimself for several days, no violations 
of the rules of war by the members of that task force had become known 
to him. He based that testimony on the result of questions submitted to 
the members of the American units under hit command after the con¬ 
clusion of the fighting against the Peiper task force and on hit personal 
questioning of his co-prisonera, approximately 140 in number, on Decem¬ 
ber 22 and 23, 1944. 



6. Unequal evaluation of equal testimony. 

In April 1948, 13 men convicted in the Malmedy case, among them 4 who 
had. been sentenced-to death, were released from confinement- without 
any reasons being stated. The charges against them were equivalent to 
those in numerous other cases in which the sentences were confirmed 
with the cxecutioh of the sentences still continuing in 1953,

7. Canse and chain of events of the Malmedy cross- 
roads incident have never been cleared up, crimi¬ 
nal liability of the convicted men has not been 
established. 

Uncontested in the entire Malmedy cate is merely the fact that at the 1 

crossroads south of Malmedy about 71 dead American soldiers were 
found*) For alleged partieipatiou in the killing of these Americans, 
exclusively or in connection with other charges, 27 defendants of the 
Malmedy case were found guilty. An analysis of the entire evidence of 
the case shows however that the individual criminal liability for the 
Heath of these American soldiers has never been clarified beyond a

Testimony of surviving American witnesses indicates that there was no 
wilful killing of.prisoners of war in violation of the laws and customs of 
war bnt what did occur was combat action* because, according to the 
testimony of certain Americans*), the shots on a group of American 
soldiers who after they had been taken prisoner assembled on a meadow 
near the road crossing, were fired only when they attempted to escape! 
General Thomas T. Handy stated in this connection in his decision of 
January 31, 1951: 

“The offenses are connected with a confused, mobile and desperate 
combat action” (retranslated). 

In none of the 27 individual cases where the count crossroads is involved 
in the charge, the evidence is based on anything but on statements ob¬ 
tained at Sihwabisdt-Hall. '

CONCLUSIONS 

Herbert K. Sloane was occupied a* an American officer with war crime* 
affair* for tome time after the war. Op May 23, 1949, he wai examined 
aa a witness by a Senate Committee for the investigation of .the proce¬ 
dural methods of the Malmcdy case and asked how he would have acted 
towards a German prisoner under investigation who was not willing to 
testify. Hu snswer was (ns. Record of the Hearing p. 906): 


“1 would have alapped him until I got a confession out of him if he 

got smart with me'. I am not tpterested in the confeasion — I would J 

like to ahow him who is boss." 

That surprisingly frsnk statement was followed by some of Sloane’s ' ! 

words which csll particularly for thought: ) 

"That is what I would have done three years ago. Today I would not.” 


This little episode from a very voluminous investigation should show 
better than any long-winded argumentation the necessity for cleaning 
the slate of the problematic Malmcdy case and where the key for such a 
solution is to be found. 

In the same way that frank statement shows a parallel to the over-all 
development of the American-German relations: 

The directive ICS 1067/6 of April 26, 1945, to the Commander in Chief 
of the U.S. Occupying Forces in Germany concerning the Military 
Government in Germany, states in Part I, No. 4: 

"The Germans are to be made to realise that Germany'! brutal eon- 
duct of the war and the fanatical resistance of the Naxia destroyed 
the German economy and made chaos and suffering inevitable and 
that the Germans cannot evade responsibility for that which they 
have brought upon themaelves. 
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' Germany will not be occupied with the Ails of liberation but ae a 
conquered enemy nation ..." (retranslated). 

Thie poliTroal aim waa to be sdtved primarily by the punishments of the 
to-called war criminals; 

’‘Proceedings will be conducted with the view to the attainment of 
thia purpose to the fnlteet possible extent. Technical and legalistic 
new points will not be allowed to interfere with anch a result." 

This waa the wording of the directive quoted initially aa issued by the 
headquarters of the US. Armed Forces in Europe of Nov. 30, 19 45. 

That purely punitive phase of the American occupation policy ended 
however in 19 47 On July IS, 1947, the directive 1067/6 waa replaced 
by a new one which providea in point 11 d' 

‘‘Aa the restitution of law and order in Germany la one of the chief 
alma of the occupation you are to tee to it that all authontiea under 
your control refrain from any arbitrary or oppreaive meaauret.” 

m 

The previout general directives to the American Military Courta at well 
aa their general practice in the vanoua trials are no longer compatible 
with thla new tpirit of occupation policy. 

In the inatent cate this results in the following. 

The Malmcdy caae waa tried a relatively short time after the 8th of 
May 1945. The trial in the Dachau concentration camp as well as the 
preceding investigation in the Schwabisch-Hell penitentiary were still 
imbned with the feeling of enmity 'that had accrued during and imme¬ 
diately after the war m the American investigators, prosecutors and 
judges.' 

On Jnly 16, 1946 a judgment wss-rendered in obvious violation of the 
fundamental safeguards of justice which a few years later would have 
been inconceivable in an administration of justice that “refrains from 
any arbitrary or oppressive measures" 

If the judges of the Malmedy case had been bound by the rules of 
evidence end procedure that must be observed in ordinary criminal cases 
in America those 73 verdicts would never have been possible. 

In other words, as late as 1953 in 40 cases — not counting those who were 
released in the meantime — sentences are still being upheld which must 
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be deemed to bave lost any validity a long time ago in view of the new 
directive aiming at the restitution of law and order in Germany. 

The fact u however that the American authorities are still maintaining 
that the validity of the court decisions of 1946 must not even be doubted. 
That gives the impression that the standards for the sentences as they 
were applied at that time are still being upheld today. 

The Senate oomnuttee witness Herbert K. Sloane had grasped the essence 
of the matter when he stated “That is, what I would have done three 
years ago. Today, I would not." 

THERE IS ONE SOLUTION AND ONE ONLY: * 

If one has no intention and finds it not feasible to grant the convicted 
men a new trial with normal juridical conditions, at least the review of 
the sentences by way of clemency should be controlled by legal standards 
compatible with the presently prevailing circumstances and directives. 
How else should law and order be brought about 7 Therefore no evidence 
that would be rejected without hesitation by any court in g normal 
criminal cate (evidence of which the Malmedy case is replete) should be 
considered at present under the same lack of rules of evidence that 
prevailed in 1946 and which then governed the judges of Military Courta 
pursuant to superior orders. 

The principle that technical and legalistic view points must not interfere 
with the original aims of those trials and with the requisite results, does 
no longer apply. Consequently, the effects of the practical application 
of that rule have become untenable* 

Much too long have men in the Malmedy case been held in confinement 
whose sentences were no doubt bssed on wholly insufficient evidence 
Clemency actions whiih do not clean the slate i. e fail to bring about 
an early release of the persons concerned afford no solution of the legal 
and human problems of this case. After 7 years have elapsed since the 
actual trial took place the matter should now be brought to a definite 
concluaion. 

Such a definite final solution alone would show the sincerity of a policy 
intending to include the German Federal Republic at a partner on equal 
terms in a European defense community UNDER THE ASPECT OF 
SUCH A POLICY ONE CAN NO LONGER BRAND AS CRIMINALS 
GERMAN SOLDIERS WHO ARE NOT CRIMINALS.
